- And being Senſible, That as our Compainy had its Birth from Your Majeſty's 
moſt Gracious Favour, ſo it could not ſubfiſt but by your Royal Protection, 
.; We did therefore, in all humble Manner, Petition Your Majeſty's High Commiſ- 
' tener and the Eſtates of Parliament, Aſſembled the 197h. of Fuly 1698. | 
Upon waich, The Eſtates of Parliament did, with great Unanimity Addreſs 
Your Myeſty, That you would in your Royal Wiſdom be pleaſed, to take ſuch Meaſures 
. as might effettually Vindicat the undoubted Rights and Priviledges of the ſaid Com- 
pany, and ſupport the Credit and Intereſt thereof. 
' That Seſſion of Parliament ending, before any Return could be had from Your

Forfeitures,mentioned in the ſaid Proclamations. ; 

Which Proceedings we have but too much Reaſon to believe, have been of 
Fatal Conſequence to our Company and Colony, and conſequently to the Inte- 
reſt ofall Your Majeſty's good Subjets in this, Kingdom. And we being fully 
Perſwaded, that nothing could be ſo Conducible for the Support of our ſaid Com- 
pany and Colony in our preſent Circumſtances, as ſome ſpecial Teſtimonies and 
Evidences of your Royal Protection, 


We do therefore in all Humility and Earneſtneſs, beg of YourMajeſty's Father- 
'y Care of our ſaid Company in particular, and of the Nation in Gefferal, That 
Cour Majeſty. would be eriny pleaſed, to take-off the Force and Effet of 

ieſe Proclamations, - which have been ſo Prejudicial to us,' and to ſignify your 
:oyal Pleaſure to the Governours of theſe your Plantations, that We may beſup-:

REASONS Humbly Offered, why the Importation of Foreign-wrought 
RF igured, Flowered, Biaſſed, Stitched and Stripe Silks and Drugets, 
T ameenes and Eftimenes, and other Stuffs made of Wool, ſhould be 
prohibited. 


He Trade of Weaving is of great Antiquity and Ulſcfulneſs, and for theſe Forty Years paſt, hath exceedingly 
Improved, and been very advantagious to this Nation, the Woollen ManufaQures Wrought in England, 
being Exported to Txky, Italy, &c. have been chiefly paid for with Raw Silks and Hair, greatly beneficial 
to His Majeſty in His Cuſtoms, to the incouragement of Navigation, and to the imploying of very great 

numbers of Engliſh, there having been imployed at one time in the City of London, and Parts adjacent, in and about 
the Weaving the ſaid Silk and Hair, at leaſt One Hundred Thouſand Perſons, old and young, belides very great 
numbers at Canterbury, Mancheſter, Exerter, Norwich, and other Places. 

' That the Eng/s/s have arrived to very great Skill and Experience in the Weaving all manner of Silks and Stuffs, and 
having duly paid and anſwered the Cuſtoms for the Raw Silks , Hair , and other Commodities uſed in the Dying 
thereof, and working and providing (at the dead time of the year) great quantities of well-contrived,and workman- 
like Broad and Narrow Commodities , as well Plain as Faſhionable, Figured and Flowered , expe:ting to Sell the 
ſame at other times, are diſappointed by the frequent Importation of Foreign-wrought Commodities of Silk and 
Wool, eſpecially from France, moſt of which (by ſmall Sloops or $halleps) are privately conveyed hither withour 
paying Cuſtom , ir being very obvieus and plain, chat nor one Peece in twenty are Entred or Paid for, to the great 

eceipt of His Majeſty. And however ſlight, defeRive, and old-faſhioned the (aid Foreign Goods are,yer being here, 
and term'd A /a mode de France,are greatly uſed,to the Deceipt alſo of the SubjeR , whereby the Engli Artiſts,having 
little or no Vent for their Commodi:tes,have no incouragement to Ingenuity, and many hundreds of Weavers, aſwell 
at London, Canterbury, Norwich, and other Phaces, have through theſe diſcouragements, eſpecially for theſe laſt ſix 
years, been ruined, and inforced to delift from their Callings, and many of them beraken to Porteridge, and orher 
ſervile Imployments, and great numbers of Perſons,old and young,by them formerly ſer ro Work, are now (for want 
thereof ) become burthenſome and chargeable to their reſpeRive Parithes ; and without ſpeedy remedy, the Arr of 
Weaving will be here torally loſt, to the great Diſhonour of this Kingdom. 

That hereby alſo a great number. of Engli/h Aerchants, Trading to Trrky and Traly for Raw Silks and Hair as 
aforeſaid, are greatly diſcouraged by the ſmall Vent tor the ſame, and conſequently the Vent for the Woollen Manu- 
faQures is and will be exceedingly leflened , to the great Dammage of His Majeſty in His Cuſtoms, and the whole 
Kingdom in general. 

That the 4rcers, Trading in Silks and Stuffs, are alſo greatly darnnified , for that, although they uſually venture 
ppon ſmall quantities of the Fng/;/6 Woven Goods , ſometimes bur fox one Garment which they Cut our of the 
Weavers Loom, becauſe of the alteration of Fajhions, yet will not the French Merchants ſell the Mercer leſs 
than ſeveral Peeces of great lengrhs, and at high Rates, and before he can have Vent for one half , the ſaid Aferchants 
immediately bring in other Faſhions , ſo that either ſome whole Peeces, or many Remnants, remain upon the 
AFercer's Hands, to his greater Loſs than the Profit ef the former will enable him ro bear. 

Thar ir hath been truly computed , that the Eng/zſs pay yearly for the ManufaQuring of Frencb-Woven Silks, 
(belides Stoffs) which might be Wrought by Handicrafts in Eng/and, and which are generaily paid for with 
Monies, not with other Commodities , the Sum of Five Hundred Five Thonſand One Hundred and Ten Pounds : 
So that allowing to every Perſon, working in Silk, Fifreen Pounds per Aunum, (which is the moſt, one wich another, 


| they door canearn) it would imploy Thirty Three Thouſand Six Hundred Seventy Four, Men, Women and Children, 


which number, were they here imployed, would be confiderably advantzgious ro this Kingdom. And from hence 
it is evident, That the E-g/: do rnaintain the French Kings Subjects at Work , whilſt the Natives here are ready to 
ſtarve and periſh through want thereof. 

Thar all theſe Inconveniencesto Trade, and Dammage to the Kingdom, doth enſue by the Craft and Subtilty of a 
few French Merchants in London , about ſeven or eight in number , who to enrich themiſclyes, care not how many 
thouſands of the Eng/t (eſpecially the poor Handicratts) are ruined, 

That the Weavers, in and about Zcn9on, have been lately required by His Majeſty and Council , to receive ard 
imploy Aliens and Strangers, Weavers, which they readily ſubmitted unto, in confidence, that then Foreign Work 
would be diſcouraged , for that Foreign Work and Workmen coming together , will cerrain'y ruin the Englsh 
Artiſts; and if Work be brought , there can be no incouragernent for Foreign Workmen to come , and many 
Strangers repairing hither of late,through want of Imployment in the Weavers Trade, have r2turned back again: And 
were there Imployment ſufficient (which can never be bur by diſcouragement of theſe Frech Silks and Stuffs) the 
Weavers will willingly and chearfully imbrace as many Strangers in the Weaving Trade, as thall by Authority be 
thought fit to be allowed here to reſide. | 

Thar the French King, becauſe His SubjzRs have gained ſome little Experience in the Weaving of Silk Stockings, 
hath lately prohibited the Sale of F2// Stockings in His Countries, whereby that Trade is liketo be loſt. 

Now, inaſmuch as the Weavers detire not to diſcourage the Importation or Uſe of ſuch Silks as are not Wrought 
and ManufaQured here, they hope they thall receive all due incouragement in ſuch as they do or can Make , and 
which from the Reaſons aforeſaid will ſo greatly tend tothe Advantage and Honour of this Kingdom : And theretore 
humbly Pray , That the Importation of all Forergn-wrought Figured, Flowered, Biaſſed, Stitched, and Stripe Silks and 
Drugets, T ameenes and Eſtimenes, and ether Stuffs made of Wool , may be prohibited amongſt other Commodities 
prohibited by the Bill of Impoſttion now unaer Conſtderation.

a lace $:op-lift before her Execution confeſſed that ſhe ( in her Calling ) had 
ſtolen co the Value of Twelve thouſand Pounds ; by which Praf&ice many 
Shopkeepers hzve been inſenfibly ruined, and all much prejudiced by theic 
Loſs of Goods, Time, and Charge in Proſecutions; by the Expence of keeping 
more Servants for their Security, and ſometimes by their falling as a Prey to 
their united Malice and Revenge, for adhering to proſecute. 

ITI. The Cauſe of this notorious Practice arriving to ſuch a degree, is hum- 
bly conceived to be as follows : 

r. By the Ignorance or Negligence of the Proſecutor in the Forms of Pro- 
ceeding, andthe Difficulties, and Expence, and Attendance of the ſame, and 
that defended by all the Craft and Subcilty of an united Body and Purſe. 

2. By the lightneſs of the Puniſhmeat ; for if the Fats be not notorious, 
and' the Goods ſecured, the Criminals eſcape with a Bridewell-Whipping, 
and ſoon return to their Trade, and this very often before they reach Newgate. 
Bur'if conviced of Felony, burat in the hand for the firlk Offence; and 
when indicted a ſecond, third, or fourth time, eſcape with che ſame Puniſh- 
ment, by reaſon of the difficulty in proving the Record, they being uſually 
indited and convicted every time by ſeveral Names, ſo eſcape Death, and are 
ſometimes burnt ia the Hand fix or ſeven times. 

' 3. By compounding of. Felonies when the Felon taken, and omitting Pro- 
ſecution. 

4. By the chief Receivers and Heads of this Body, and thoſe who know 
their Walks and Gangs, reſtoring the Goods ſtolen , but at the Expence of 
more than half the Value, and Promiſes of nor proſecuting , as was praQtiſed 
by the late City Marſhal, and continues ſill by ſeveral that undertake to do 
the fame. 

Experience ſhews, that Burning and Whipping increaſes their Number, and 
ripens their Invention ; ſo that few Offenders are taken ; when taken, not One 
in Ten proſecuted ; when proſecuted, not One in Tea but either is cleared 
by Whipping, or by Burning ia the Hand ; and if condemned, uſually Tranf{- 
portation is granted, which is much to be feared hath not its intended Effet. 


All which Grievances are humbly repreſented to the Conſideration of this 
Honourable Houſe, to reareſs in ſuch manner as they in their Great 
Wiſdom ſhall think fit.

O Motives leſs forceable than the love of my 
Country, and your Service, could have pre- 
vailed upon me to have given you this Trouble. 

And firſt I ſhall acquaint you what News we have in this 
part of the World. The King of France has reſolved to 
ſend with all Expedition Ten thouſand Men into Ireland, 
and an Agreement made with the Turkiſh Privatcers to 
have Breſ# and the Ports of Ireland for their Harbors ; bur 
what is moſt confiderable, the new Pope has declared 
himſelf in Favour of the King of England, and a general 
Peace : The whole of this is probable , the firſt part 
Certain. 

Now all 1 beg from your Lordſhip is to lay aſide all 
Paſſion, Diſſatisfation and Revenge, and give but Tune 
to your ready Wit to think, What Enplard was in No- 
wvember laſt ; What it is now ; and, What it is like 


to be. 


In Nowernter laſt, we had a King who had an indubitable 
Right to the Crown, and Malice cannot deny him cheſe 
Qualities; He is a Prince Frugal, Brave, and Mercifut: 
even to a Fault; A Kingdom wealthy , ( for I heard it 
affirmed by knowing Bankers, That there was more Money 
in London than in Amſterdam, Paris and Conſtantinople ) a 
Trade the greateſt that ever our Kingdom had ; a Revenue 
great, and raiſed only upon our Superfluities ; with an 
Univerſal Peace with the whole World. 

Now ſee what we are at preſent ; we have an Uſurper 
upon the Throne, engaged in a War with France, Ireland, 
and Scotland ; our Trade ruined ; our Revenue changed 
from Cuſtoms ro Poll-Bills, and Land-Taxes ; with the 
Addition of Free-Quarter, and that in Private Houſes. - 

Now let us ſce what hopes we have of ſeeing England 
free from this Miſerv. 

I remember a molt excellent and true Maxime I learned 
from your Lordſhip, That to alter the Succeſſion of the Crown 
24as to entail a IWar upm the Kingd;:m. And the Truth of 
this we ſaw verified in the Wars betwixt York and Lancaſter, 
and in our late Uſurpations; and until the indubirable 
H-ir of the Crown was reſtored, England itil] continued 
In a ſtare of War, though che Uturper had then France to 
his Friend. : 

Is this the preſent ſtate of England? Let every Landed 
and Trading Man conſider then, that we are crgaged in 
Wer; and War muſt be maintained, or Souldiers will 
maintain themſelves, which is worle. Bur the great Query 
is, How a!l theſs Wars mutt be maintained ? The Refoluy- 
tion is eaſie ; thev muſt be maintained ty Land, or Trade: 
For Trade , that is aiready gone, and once loſt 1s 
hard!y retrieved ; and the Cuitoms which atforded a Mil- 
lion of Money the Iait Year, will the next hardly defray 
the Officers Salaries. For Land, it is already charged 
with Seventy thouſand Pound pr AMemjem , Which by a

tolerable Calculate is a Twentieth part of the clear yearly 
Revenue of the Kingdom ; concurring to this 2 5. per /. 
upon all Land, there is another Twentieth part ; and che 
like upon perſonal Eſtates : So thar he who hath 600 /. a 
Year muſt allow a Hundred for meer Taxes. Were this 
all, it were ſupportable ; but che Country-man mutt pay 
his Rent out of Wooll, Corn, and Cattle ; Wooll which 
gave 8. a Stone, will not now give 4. Corn and Cattle 
ſell at the ſame Rate proportionably ; then the Farmer 
can pay bur half Rent : So here 600 /. is reduced to 250. 
And I believe many would be glad to have well payed 
them 2507. neat Money, for 600 /. a Year Land. 
Another Conſideration no lefs melancholy than this is, 
our Trade gone ; this needs no Proof, every Man doth 
both ſee and feel ic; and no Trade no Sea-men, no Sea- 
men no Navy, no Navy no Wooden Walls ; and then our 
Iſland is more eaſily Conquered than if is were upon 
the Continent. And ſure it is worth a Thoughr co think, 


 Whar muſt become of all choſe Sea-men, Dray-men, Por- 


tere, and Forty other ſort of Mcechanick Trades, who 
Livelihood and Subſiſtance depended upon Trade : They 
muſt and will live, and Mafianello like will take it without 
diſtinftion from thoſe that have ir. 

Nor can any reaſonable Man imagine, that a King 
curd out of Three Kingdoms will leave any Stone un- 
turd for his Reſtautation, but will rather come with 
Force as a Conqueror than not at all. And the thing will 
not look difficult to him that doth but confider how the 
Diſcontents increaſe in England; and as their Neceſſiicies 
grow, ſo will their Hatred ro the Government, and ac- 
cclerate their diſpair of ever ſeeing either Peace, or 
Plenty, without ſeeing their lawful King ſeated upon his 
Throne. Freſh and great Supplies are now preſs'd for, 
and that ſpeedily ; which though granted, can never be 
raifed ; for no Revenue can ſtand long when Money does 
not circulate : And it's now obvious to Men of the mean- 
eſt capacity, that the Kingdom of great Britam can never 
be happy, until they ſee his Majeſty in White-hals. 

Now, my Lord, I beg for your own fake, the ſake of 
your Country, and all that Can be called Good, Pious 
and Juft, to conſider theſe weak Notions I have offered to 
You, and improve them by that excellent Wir, eloquent 
Tongue, and diſcerning Judgment, Gifts given you from 
Heaven ; and if not employed to this good End, expect a 
Judgment for miſapplying ſuch Faculties. But boldly 
communicate your Thoughts both to Lords and Commons, 
that as they tender the happineſs of Themſelves, or Poſte 
rity, they reſtore his Majelity, who will deny nothing for 
their Good, and conſiſtent with his own Security.

the Ciry and County of Philadelphia. Es Er er 
Bur the Event plainly demonſtrated the Deſigh and Intrigue of making 'theſe three Men 
Juſtices ; for at the Quarter-Seſſions, the Court being opened, the firſt Perſon that was re- 
quired to give his Evidence, demanded an Oath to be adminiſtred unto him, and nor an 
Arteſt, thar he might have the greater Tye and ' Obligation to ſpeak Truth , eſpecially 
ſince the Arreſt had been for fome time ſo horribly abufed in rhar Province : the Church- 
men replied co this Effect, That his Demand was juſt and reafonable, and that they did 
{uppoſe themſelves to be ſworn and authorized to ſit there, ro the end that an Oath might 
be adminiſtred unto thoſe who were no Quakers, and were willling ro take one ; bur the ſix 
Quakers immediarely pur a ſtop ro rhe Proceedings, declaring thar they ncither would nor 
could in Conſcience fit in that Court where was Swearing, and therefore one Party muſt 
withdraw. The Neceſlity of Oaths was again urged to them, ſince now near two parts in 
three, throughout the Province , were no Quakers3 and howloever an Atteſt might be

Moreover , that the Equity of the Cauſe required the ſame Liberty for .Men of other 
Perſuaſions, beſides Quakers, to give their Evidence according to their own Way and Pro- 
feſſion, but nothing would do, nor no Arguments (tho never tio rational) prevail, they were 
reſolved that no Oath ſhould be adminiſter'd in the Province. 

The Church-men, willing to condeſcend ro any thing for Peace ( with regard to their 
Oaths) propoſed the TEST preſcribed by Ac of Parliament in England for Quakers, 
to be tender'd to them ; but that was alſo rgeRed,; becauſe the Namie of God was inſerted, 


and therefote look'd upar as abominable as Book Oaths; beſides their Argument extended 


ſo far as the RejeRion of As of Parliament made in England, wherein the Plantations 
in America were not particularly ſpecified ; inſiſting upon rheir own Power to make Laws 
ſufficient for Government here, and accordingly they had a Law in the Province im- 
powering chem to give Evidence, by promiſing to ſpeak the Truth, without the Name of

- Our Governour outwardly endeavoured to promote a Union, and: a Reconciling of this 
unhappy Difference ; Remonſtrating that from his Cradle no Misfortune grieved him"ſo much 
as this Quarrel among his Miniſters; and that for his part he had taken the Arteſt preſcri- 
bed by Ad of Parliament in England, and ſhould be ready, upon occaſion to take it again ; 
and furthermore, urged to his own People, That they might fir upon the Bench whilſt an 
Oath was given, ind not be concerned with it ; but the Quakers being obſtinate, and deaf 
to his Charms, the Scene: was preſently changed, by making -his perſonal Appcarance in 
the Court, laying the whole Blame upon the Church-men, charging them with raiſing a 
Flame in the Province, inſomuch that he muſt be conſtrained to ride up and down the 
Countrey, and ſhew his Letters Patents, to fatisfie the People of his Authority ; and fur- 
thermore, charged them with Breach of Truſt, for not leaving the Court privately, that 
his own People might manage their Afﬀairs after their own way. After a long Harangue, of 
this Nature, he at length commands one Edward Shippen (Chief Juſtice and principal Stickler 
againſt Swearing ) to pull the Commiſſion our of his pocket, which he had before given 
him, and then, with a high and mighty Geſture, he ſuddenly declared, That he was a 


Palatinate, and therefore. would exert his Authority ;| Thar his Commiſſion ſhould go no 
moic a buggiug, bu that they Muuld kuwww. that is Power was far greater than any of the 


King's Governours in America; adding afterwards, That the King had given this Pro- 
vince to him and his People, that they might be free from Oaths, and if his Majeſty 
ſhould impoſe Oaths upon him and his People, he might charge him with the Breach of 
Faith.

In this new Commiſſion the ſix 2uakers, the Swede, and the Sweet Sinzer of Iſrael were 
continued, bur the three Church-men were caſt out. That this was a premeditated Deſign is 
plain, from the Commiſſion given before-hand to the principal Oppoſcr of Oaths and the 
Parliamentary Teſt. Beſides, it's well known that Oaths have been all along adminiſtred 
in the ſame Gene, and before the ſame Men, by other Juſtices qualified, ever ſince it has 
been a Government ; and as for the Teſt, preſcribed by Act of Parliament, it was always 
made uſe of, till of late, by the Quakers themlclyes. |

and then a more regular way of proceeding being agreed upon, that Mr. 
Cooke ſhould Poll 5, and then Col. Norwood 5, and ſo to continue till one 
ſide ſhould Poll out all their whole number ; which continned till about 1 x 
of the Clock, when Col. Norwood having no more ready to be Poll'd, 


| Intimation being given thereof to the ſaid elder Sheriff, he abruptly roſe,

It will be alſo a great Advantage to good and faithful Servants ; who, 
by their Certificates, will be qualiticd for, and immediately received into Scr- 
Vice, Without the Expence of Time for Enquiries about them, or the Expence 
of Charge at the Intelligence Office to find out a Service, or troubling thcir 
Friends to Engage for their Fidelity. 


TI. This Act will much leflen the number of Vagabonds, and ail torts of 
Thieves and Robbers, and caſe rhe Hundreds that ſutfer by Robberies ; keep 
many from 7ybarn; diſcover and fecure Idle, Ditorderly, Suſpicious and Dillat- 
fected Perſons; and conſcquently in a great Meaſure, ſecure the Government 
ancl the Pcace of the Kingdom.

Nor content with this, They are now bulie 1n ſuggeſting to the People, 
That the Nations Peace is endanger'd by the Queen's diſplacing a few Men 
about her, who (having to long govern'd her Afﬀairs, that they began to claim 
an excluſive Right ro it) would fain periwade us, no Body could do it but 
themſelves ; and plainly rell her Majeſty, They are injur'd in being remoy*d ; 
Tho' like the Servant, who having ftaid roo long in a good Place begins to 
lay the Miſtreſs; They began to treat the Queen with unſufferable Inſo- 
ence, and thought it hard to let the Queen beſtow a Regiment in the Army, 
where Merit, and her Majeſty's Judgment, dire&ed.

chanc packs up, much lefs to ſwear to ir. 

2. It is impoſſible for a Maſter to ſwear what any Merchant 
intends to load on board his Ship, his Duty being only to rake 
them on board when lent, and at his clearing at Cuſtom-honſe, to 
give an Account of the Marks and Numbers of each Parcel, and 
by whom ſhipt, yer all this is to be done under the penalry of For- 
feirure of Ship and Goods, and the danger of Perjury into the 
Bargain. |

This Bond is very unreaſonable, and deſtruQtive to the Trade 
it ſelf, and that upon three Accounts : 

(1,) Ic will diſcourage and lefſen the Trade, few Merchants 
chat are worth any thing, will willingly enter into ſuch Bonds, 
where the Penalties are ſo great, and the Conditions ſo hard 
ro be performed, ( always anſwerable for anothers Actions ) 
for ſuppoſe the Maſter never ſo honeſt, yet his Men may mu- 
tiny and run away with the Ship, as they did two years ago 
with one of the Companies Ships, cailed the Hanbal, which 
Ship in her roving took another Ship, called the Eagle, and car- 
ried her to Braſeel ; the Hambal allo met another Ship, called

(3.) This being bound to fail directly to the Coaſt of Africa, 
is very deſtructive to that Trade, and char upon two Accounts : 

Firſt, Several Commodities not being to be had in England, 
wichout which the Trade to Africa for Negroes cannot be car- 
ried on, Viz, Cowries, Black and White Bafts, Brawles, and 
ſome painted Callicoes, thole being the Goods moſt proper 
tro purchaſe Negroes, {o that the greateſt part of this Miſchief 
will fall upon the Plantations. 

Secondly, This reſtraining the Libercy to procure Goods pro- 
per for the Negro Trade, is contrary to any Law now in 
force, and will put the Trader under the greateſt Diladvan- 
rages and Difficulties, and ar the lame time make it eafie and 
advantagious to the Scotch, Dutch and French, who will here- 
by be enabled to beat us quite out, and give them the whole 
Advantage of that profitable Trade with the Spaniſh Weſt-In- 
dies, which they can by no other way attain to. Wherefore ſuch 
a Liberty, whercon {o much depends, can never be the Intereſt 
of this Nation to reſtrain ; no Law having as yet prohibited juch 
Liberty ot Trade, and is therefore humbly hoped no NewLaw 
may be made, which is attended with ſuch ill Conſequences. 

The Reſult of thele Conſiderations muſt rerminate in theſe 
two Points: Firſt, It will be too dangerous, troubleſome and 
hazardous, to engage in this Trade: And then, Secondly, Shall 
conclude it will be better to lay ir aſide, and. ler our Ships lye 
by the Walls, than de perpetually in danger ot being ruined. 

By this means the Plantations will luffer tor want of Ne- 
groes to carry on their Work; there is not a Negroe bur 
makes as much Commodity in a Year, either Sugar, "Tobacco, 
Indigo, &c. as will-load one Tun of Shipping, the Increaſe of 
which Product will largely increale the Conlumprtion of the 
Engliſl; Woollen Manufacture, Incourage Navigation, and Aug- 
meat the, Revenue of the Crown. 

A great Quantity of the Produ&t of our Plantation Com- 
modiries, will enable the Engliſh Merchant ro make large Ex- 
portacions to Forreign Markers, and pur them into a Capaci- 
ty to :19derfell all other Nations which vye with us in the 
fame <ommodities, which will not only dilcourage their Plan- 


catious, but encourage our own,

_ the Advantage thereof, in the Balance of Trade with other 
ations. 

All thoſe People who are, or at any time ſhall be in the Plartations, 
muſt of neceſſity be Cloathed , and many of them Fed from England, 
they being permitted to Trade to no other Parts of Exrope : which 
added to the Advantage of the great Returns they make of their 
Commodities , and the you Number of Mer and Ships by them 
Employ'd , render the Exglifs Plantations more Beneficial both to the 
Crown and Kingdom of England , than any Plantations now in the 
World, are to the Nations they belong to. | 

And by how much the Greater, and more Univerſal the Ver 
and Conſumption of the Plantations grow, by fo much the Plantations 
will become more profitable to Exgland : So that the chief Care and 
Policy of England raft be, to give all poffible Encouragement to 
ſuch YVend and Conſumption ; which can no way be done fo effeQually, 
as by capacitating the Engliſh to Under-Sell all others in Foreign Mar- 
kets. Now the only Method to make the Prodattions and Mann-

\ LL thoſe Commodities, as Tobacco, Sugar, Cotton, Indigo, &c.

fattures of the Plaxtations, Cheap, muſt be by making the Labour 
of the People in thoſe Countries as Cheap as poflible ; Labour being 
the chief Material in producing thoſe Commodities. 

It is not poſſible to get White People enough , to Manage the Plan- 
tations 5 therefore it muſt be done by Negroes, or the Plantations nuſt 
be ruined: and if the high Prices, or difficulty of Procuring Negroes, 
enable other Natiors to Under-Sell any of the aforenamed Cormmod:- 
ties, that Plantation whoſe Commodities are ſo Under-Sold, muſt of 
neceſlity be ruined 3 which will be a very great Prejudice to Erglard 
likewiſe, by the loſs of ſo much Trade, © | 

To avoid all theſe Incorveriences and Dangers, great Care ſhould 
be taken z becauſe other Natiors do at this time, in ſome meaſure, 
make moſt of thoſe Commodities which the Engliſh Plantations pro- 

"duce; and all Encouragement imaginable ought to be given to the 
Importation of Negroes on the eaſieſt Terms, into the Plaxtations ; 
everyNegro there employing yearly: at leaſt a Tun of ppng.00 bring 
to Exeland the Produce of his Labour. $o that the more Negroes are 
in the Plantations, the more the Engliſh Navigation is increaſed ; 
and the more Engliſh ManufafFures are conſumed. | 

But this Bill in many Particulars lays great Hardſhips, and almoſt 
inſuperable Difficulties on the Trade to Africa, and conſequently 
hinders the Plantations from being ſupplied with Negroes. Therefore 
'tis humbly conceived to be prejudicial to Erglard. 

To paſs by very many things, which in other Caſes might be of 
went, the Greateſt ObjeFions againſt this Bi/ are Three. 

irſt, The Duty of 101. per Cert. impoſed by this Bll upon the 

Trade, 1s very Burthenſom and Diſcouraging, and indeed. more than 
is neceſſary, to defray the Charges rhe Coxpary pretend to be at ; the 
private Traders, who 'tis Humbly preſumed, underſtand the Trade, at 
leaſt as well as the Company, have always offer'd to Maintain the Forts 
and Caſtles, for 5 1. per Cent. on the Exportation only ; but the Company 
not content with 10 /. per Cext. on the Export, have obtained a Duty 
upon part of the Importation alſo ; but that (however conſiderable it is

The greateſt part of the Negroe-Trade, is between the River Volts

Thirdly, The laſt and greateſt ObjeFjor againſt this Bl, is, That in- 
ſtead of making the Trade more ealy than formerly, it makes it more 
difficult than ever. 

There are certain Commodities, without which, the Trade to ſome 
parts of Africa cannot be carried on, as Cowries, (which are a ſort of 
Shells, that paſs among the Negroes for Money,) Black and White Bafts, 
Brawles.and ſeveral ſorts of Painted Calicoes ; theſeCommodities are not ts 
be had in Ezglarnd, nor can be in ſome years ; the Method hath been of 
late, to touch in Ho/and, and take in thoſe Goods, and £0 thence ſtrait 
to the Coaſt of Africa, which does not interfere with the A of Naviga- 
tion 3 but this Bill prohibits that, under ſevere Peralties ; and thoſe 
Goods cannot be brought into. Ezglard, becauſe the Ad of Navigation 
makes 'em becorne Forteit fo, that no way is left for the Private Tr4- 
ders, ci:her from Exgland or the Plantations, to procure thoſe Goods ; 
and without 'em, the Trade to Africe, and conſequently the Plantati- 
ons, muſt inevitably be ruined. This is a T7#th that the Company them- 
ſelves know, and muſt confeſs. 

For Remedy of this, *tis Humbly Propoſed, either that Liberty be giver 
to buy thoſe Goods where they are to be had, as they nright do, before this Bill 
forbid it ;, or, that thoſe Goods may be Imported into England by Licenſe, 
as Spice is now Imported. 

But, perhaps it will be ſaid, That all theſe Inconveniencies would be

For Anſwer to which, 'tis Humbly Offer'd ; Firſt, That the worle the 
Trae is managed under this Regwlztion, the ſtronger will the Companies 
Arguments be hereafier, to have it again ſetled in them Excluſive of all 
others, as not being to be manag'd any other way. 

Secondly, They have not Traded much to thoſe Southern Parts of the 
Coaſt of Africa, where the moſt Negroes are to be had, and where the 
Goods afore-mentioned are fo very neceſſary, but have imploy'd their 
Stock more upon the Trade of Gold, Tvery, Dying-Wood, Wax, &c.

Whereas not only - Holland and France hath for a long time ſet up that 
Manufa&ure by the help of our Wool, but Suedeland and other Foreign Parts 
have done the ſame lately. | 


It is believed that for near Twenty Years of the Two laſt Reigns, the French 
Gained by our Wool Exported thither at leaſt Two Milllions per Annum ; and 
alrho' that Advantage to them hath been abated ſince His preſent Majeſties 
Acceſſion to the Throne, by reaſon chiefly of the War, yer is ſtill continued ;

LF) cate ſublcribed by her the ſaid Elizabeth who ſurvived doth teſtifie; and that Earl William died, May 2.7: 


32. being 88 Yearsold, and refers tothe Heralds Book in the margent. I. 8. in Offc. Arm. fol. 30. 


But notwithſtanding this, her Certificate, and an Inquiſition taken after his Death, importing 
as much, it was not long after ere ſhe married Nicholas Lord Vaux, and produced two Sons, viz, 
Edward, who was killed in France, and Nicholas who was frequently called Earl of Banbury, but never had ſummonsto Parliament. 


Auſw. This Book can be of no authority to prove the Objection, that Earl William died without Iſſue ; for beſide what follows 
in that Book about the two Sons, which ſeems to anſwer the other part ; it appears by the Authors ſame Book fol. 304. that Edward 
Lord Yaux, took to Wite Elizabeth Widow of William Earl of Banbury, and dying in 61. without any lawful Iflue, Nicholas the Son 
of the laid Flizabeth his Wife, born in the life time of the ſaid Earl of Banbury, enjoys all the Eſtate. So that there is a plain Mi- 
ſtake, it not Contradiction of himſelf : and there never was ſuch a one as Nicholas Vaux who married Elizabeth Widdow to William 
Earl of Banbury for his Wife, bur it was Edward.

Mr. Newſham, his Auditor,and Mr.Fones his Sccrctary, Depoſe, That the Teſtator. diſcourſing with them ſevera!ly, and ar ſeveral times, a little before his Death, 
concerning paying hisDcbrs, ſaid, He would charge them upon his Rutland/Fire Eſtate; for his Couſin, meaning the preſent Earl the Appellant, (being bur five or 
ſix years 014) woulchave time enough, before he came of Age, to rub them off, and then would have a free Eſtate ; or words to that purpoſe: Bur ſaid nothin 
then , orart anyorhcr time, of applying his pzrſonal Eſtate, or any part thereof to that purpoſe. | 
Tie faid Newſha and Jones, Dr. Ratdlifje, and Mr. Baker Steward of his Zampſbire Eſtate depoſe,that they were all preſent at the time of the Teſtators 
making his Will, and carefully minded whar Directions he gave about the {ame ; and thar the Teſtator before he concluded his Will, directed Mr. Milbourye, 
who wrote the fame, to inſert in the ſaid Will a Devile of his perfonal Eſtate to his Wife, the now Reſpondent, and make her Exccutrix. To which Mr.4- 
b-urne replied , lecing your Lordſhip makes your Lady Executrix, to deviſe the perſonal Eſtate to her, is ſuperfluous ; for it falls to her of courſe, as Exccatrix ; 
and that Mr. New/ham not being fatisticd with his Reaſon,urged Mr. 3/i/bourne twice to write down abour the perſonal Eſtate, as my Lord direfted : Bur he till 
refuſed and gave the ſ1me Reaſon, as before ; and rhz Teſlator heard, and was ſatisfied with ir, elſe he would never haye executed the Will withour inferring 
what he had directed abour his perſonal Eſtate : And Mr.Mz//cu ne depoſes to the fame purpole. - 
Mr. Newfham depoſcth, rhat atcer the making the ſaid Will, he perceiving the Earl's End approaching , for he lived but four or five Hours after he had made 
his Will : He asked him, if he had any Remembrances ro his Lady. Ic replicd, Te#/ her, 1 hame dane all I can for her : Give her my Dying Reſpetts. 
Newjham, Baker, and Jones aforciaid depole, Thar the Teftatcr ard his Lady,the Reſpondent, lived in entire Conjugal Aﬀecction all the time of thcir Marriage. 
All which proves the Teſtators meaning ro be Abſolute : For by his reckoning his Dcbts might be paid out of the Ru?/2:d/hire Eſtate in fourteen or fifteen 
Years, it is clear he reckoned upon nothing to come in aid of ir; the ſame appzars by his direQing his perſonal Eſtate ro be given his Lady , withour ſaying, 
After Debts and Lpacies paid; orany other Words that might ſkew any intention to charge it : And by his ſaying after he had made his Will, /Ze had done all he 
could for her. For had he intended the Land ſhould be only Supplemental, he could not but know he had done nothing at all for her, not lett her ſo much as 
a Bed tolye on, knowing his Debts far exceeded his perſonal Eſtate. . 
Nor can it be imagined, that a kind Husband would give his Wife an Office of great Charge and Trouble, without any profir to come thereby ; all perſons 
that make Executors intending them ſome advantage thereby. 
So that the uſe the Reſpondent makes of theſe Averments is not, as is pretended, to create her ſelf a Title to the perſonal Eſtate, for that ſhe had before 
as Executrix; but only to rebut an implied meaning that might be raiſed by Equity, and to ſhew the Teſtators expreſs Meaning was contrary to the Meaning 
they would raiſe by Implication. | SF ; 
So that all the Clamours of Admitting Parol Averments againſt , or d:hors Wills in writing, and the Inconveniences that may come thereby , of ſhaking 
off Wills and rendring Legacies uncertain, are clearly our of this Caſe; for theſe Averments are neither againſt the Will nar debors the Will , bur in the Will 
and with che Will, nor dothey alter or change any thing in ir. Es 
As to the uſual Courle in Chaxcery, where a Truſt is created for payment of Dzbts, to Decree the perſonal Eſtate (where ir is not given away) to come in 
| aid of the Truſt Lands, itis anſvered, That ir was fo at firſt only in favour of an Heir at Law, and it was bur lately extended to an 77eres fadus : But 
_ indecd the preſent Earl, the Appellant, is neither Heres natus, being of the Half Blood, nor Heres fafus; but only a Deviſce, having but a part of the Real 
Eſtare deviſed to him,the reſt being leſt to deſcend to the Teſtarors Heirs at Law;and a Man cannot properly be faid to have two Heirs,one by Law and another 
made fo: So that the preſent Earl is only a Legatce, and it was never known that a meer Legatce had aid of the perſonal Eſtate, to caſe his Legacy and make 

it betrer than it was given; but was always to take it as given cam Onere, let the Burthen upon it be prear or little. Eng 5 

And to ſay the Charpeis ſo great upon the deviſed Lands, that unleſs the perſonal Eſtate come in aid, he will have bur a ſmall Eſtate given him. This is 
not ſo ; forthe yearly Value of that Eſtate, after the two Joyntures fall in , will be above 5000 /. per Ammm. However, the Teſtator was a iree Agent, 
and might have given his Eſtate ro whom, and how he would ; and he to whom he hath given it, ought to take it Charged as he thought fir: For if he had 
given him nothing, but left it all ro deſcend to his Daughters, he had had no reaſon to complain. |

Earl Willam Died in the Year 1632. 


Edward his eldeſt Son being then aged about Five Years, and Nicholas about a Year and a half; Earl Edward was not ſummoned 
to any of the Parliaments in che time ot King Charles I. nor could rightfully claim co be ſo ſummoned being under Age. 


Earl Nicholas did, after his arrival to full Age, fic in the Parliament Conven'd in the Twelfth year of the late King Charles II. at 
the time of his Majeſties happy Reſtaurarion. | 


In the Parliament ſummoned in the Thirteenth year of his ſaid late Majeſties Reign, the ſaid Earl Nicholas having received no 
Writ of Summons to that Parliament, addretſed himlelf by Perition tg, his ſaid late Majeſty, ſetting forth in effect the Marters before ex- 
preſſed, and praying that he might be Summoned by Writ to hd{2d Pafliagienc.y" 


This Petition being by his Majeſty's appointment, deliveredito the Houſe of-' Beers. by the Lord Great Chamberlane of England, 
was by them taken into Conſideration, and thereupon referred to the Lo y_ for Privileges, who were upon hearing the 
Petitioners Counſel and the Kings Attorney General, to make Report th of. ' | 


The ſaid Lords Committees being attended by Counſel, and Witneſſes on the Petitioners behalf, and alſo by Mr. Attorney Ge- 
ncral for the King: It was fully proved that the ſaid Earl Nicholas was born of the Body of the faid Counteſs Elizabeth, during the 


Coverture and Cohabitation berween her and the ſaid Earl William, 


By a Report made the 19th. of July, 1661. the ſaid Committee reported that the ſaid Earl Nicholas, was in the eye of the Law 
the Son of Farl William, and that the Houle of Peers ſhould adviſe the King to ſend him a Writ ro come to Parliament. 


Earl Nich»las had Two Wives, the firlt was Daughter of the late Earl of Newport, by whom he had Iſſue one Daughter, but 
no Male Ifſue; the other was 4m, Daughter of the Right Honorable the Lord Sherrard, by whom he had Iflue Charles now Earl 
of Banbury, his eldeſt Son and Heir, ( the Petitioner ) and leveral other Children. 


The ſzid Earl Charles at his Fathers Death was an Infant, and coming to full Age and not being ſummon'd to Parliament, in the Year 
1685. Petitioned the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament, that their Lordſhips would repreſent the ſame to his Majeſty, to 


the end he might be relieved according to Right, | 


Upon which it was referred to the Lords Committees for Privileges, to examine all former Proceedings 
relating to the ſaid Earl Nicholas. 


And thereupon the Committee reported the Proceedings of the Houſe in 1661. upon the Petition of Earl Nicholas, and the Opi- 
nion of the Committee in the Report of the 19th. of July 1661. That the ſaid Earl Nicholas was, in the eye of the Law, Son of 
the ſaid Earl William, and that his Majeſty ſhould be adviſed ro Summon him to Parliament. 

And thereupon it was Ordered that the Houſe would hear the now Earl Charles, by his Counſel and the Attorney General on the 


Kings behalf, againſt che Earls Claim in July following. 
Bur by reaſon of the riſing of the Parliament, or other great Aﬀairs then in hand , no farther Proceedings were had upon the ſaid 


Order. And the now Earl Charles having been Travelling, did nor return into this Kingdom till abour Michaelmas 1692. and hath 
now Peaitioned the Houle of Peers, that he may be admitted to the Privilege of his Peerage. | 


HWhereupon it was Ordered, that the Houſe would hear his Majeſty's Attorney General on the Kings behalf, and all other Perſons that 
may be concerned therein, againſt the ſaid Earl's Claim ; as alſo Connſel for the. Earl, on Monday the Ninth of January nex.

R. Fleerwood, a Mcrchant of the Turky Company, having travellcd into the Kingdom of Eyypt, obſerved, That the Trade of that King- 
dom, which had been abandon'd by the Engliſh above Forty Ycars, was carried on by the French with great Succels and Advantage 
to that Nation : And finding that the Markets were in a great mcaſure tuples with Engliſh Commodities, upon his Return to 

- England repreſented it to the Turky Company here z and propoſed to them a Proſpect of Re-cſtabliſhing an Engliſh Factory in Egypr, 

to revive a Trade, which would prove of great Benefit and Interctt to the Company, and to England in general. The Company, 
being ignorant of the Advantage of a Commerce ditutcd tor ſo many Years, were unwilling, to hazard any thing for the Recovery of it ; but 
promiſed Mr. Fleerwood all the Encouragement and Protection the Company cou'd give him if he thought fit, at his own Expence, and hazard 
of the Event, to endeavour to procure a Settlement of the Engliſh Trade in Expt ; and, 1t he ſucceeded, promuſed further, to appoint him their 

Conlul there, for the Superintendency and Government- of the Trade, and Protection of the Engli/h Factory in their Privileges; and authorized 

Him to negotiate this Aﬀair at the Orroman Court, by the Mediation and Patronage of my Lord Pagertt, Ambaſſador there, to whom they tent 

Inſtructions for that Purpoſe. SES = : : 

Upon this Encouragement from the Company, Mr. Fleetwood undertook this Aﬀair, and 1n purſuance of 1t went from London in Faly, 1695, 
to the Twrky Court ; where, after Four Months Application and Attendance, he was told, That the Imperial Command could not be had 
withont a Previous Aſſurance, That the Governmcnt of Egypt weuld admit the Engliſh to Trade upon the Terms and with the Privileges 
deſired. E | 

To procure ſuch a Conſent from that Government, Mr. Fleetwood, with the Directions of the Lord Pagett and the T»rky Lord Chancellor 
to that purpoſe, contimucd his Journey into Egypt ; where, 1n the beginning, of the Year 1696. by a diligent Application, he obtained an 
Agreement for the Rate of Cuſtoms, upon the ſame Terms with the Fre: c5; which was Ratified by the Batha, Chict Juſtice, and the Council 
of Egypt. | 

OF this Agreement Mr. Fleetwood tranſmitted Copies forthwith to the Lord Pagert, and to the Company in England, that he might receive 
from both ſuch Power and Authority as were requiſite to cltabliſh lim im the Ofkee of Contul, and thereby enable him to Prone and advance 
the Trade. He in the mean time enjoying all Privileges required by Vertuec of this Agreement, made 1n Expectation of and upon Pronute and 
Aflurance of ſuch Power to tollow, but continuing at Cairo a whole Year, without any Power or Authority tent him, either trom the Twriy 
Company or the Lord Pazerr, the Batha of Egyp: «ccuted him as an Inipottor, who had tranfacted this Afﬀair without Warrant or Authority, 
commanded him to the common Gaol, from whence he could not relcem hunelt without paying a Thoutand Pounds tor his Liberty, and-the 
Sccurity of the Eltatc he was poſtcfied of as Factor. b ES : ; 

Nor was this the only Loſs occaſioned by this negligent Delay : For by want of ſufficient Authority he lay cxpoſcd to many Infults, whicis 
proved very chargeable to him; and under theſe Difficultics he continued another whole Year, to the 3cth of June, 1695. at which time 
arrived at Cairo the Imperial Command, with ſubordinate Commands in Confornuty to 1, to ettabliſh the Engliſh Trade un Ezypr in equal Pri- 
vileges with the French, and to conſtitute Mr. Flee:yood Conful it:ere. | * NY 

Accordingly Mr. Flecrnood was admittcd Contul in Cairo, the Fifth of Faly, 1698. And from that Day the Merchants and Factors enjoyed 
all the Privileges of Trade. But betore this Eftatliſhment was cftected, 1t had coſt Mr. Fleerwood above Two ithoutand Pounds. 

Thc T»riy Company at London, on the Fifth of ay, 1697. hac elected Mr.. Hleerzood to be ther Conful in Egypt ; but their Fowers or Or- 
ucrs tor that purpole, as alſo for the Regulation of Trade, were not ſent from Zoxdon till the 26th of Faly, 1699. and did not arrive at Cairo 
betore the 27th of November following. | 

This Delay alfo in this particular was of great Diſadvantage to the Conſul and Trade, beſides that it occaſioned a Difpute concermng Con- 
tulice and other Duties, which is not yet adjuſted, but the Determination of it hath becry hitherto prevented by the Impruonment of Mr. Hlee:« 
wood, which happencd 1n the manner following. | 

The Lot Pagerrt having conceived a Diſpleature againſt Mr. Fleetzood, ( whether ariſing from the falſe Information and 11} Practices of 
!.:. Encamies, or from any other Caute ) wrote to hun with great Severity of Expretſions ; laying to his Charge Abultcs and i1] Convuet i acne- 
izl, of which he had received Complaznts from Captains of Ships at Con/fantiwople; and farther requiring bun forthwith to account with ti:;e 
Conpiny's Treafurcr at Con/tantinople, tor a Fourth Part of the Contulage, which the Company was to have by the Arucles of Ettblith- 
mn; and concluded his Letter wuth Threatnings to the Conlul, That hc thould hear from him after another manner 10 a2 thort tine, 
In a1twer to this Lettcr ot the Lord Ambaſſador's, Mr. Fleetwood jultthicd himſclt, as to the Abuſcs pretended ; and thewed, Ther the Compl tins 
lil no other around, than the Malice of his Enemies, who ute all Arts to get him out of his Othee, or themiclves 10 © 1t.

IR Robert Holt, Father of Sir Charles, mortgag'd the Mannors of Byſbwood and Lapworth, &c. in the 
County of Warwick, to Mr. Perror, for five hundred Years, to ſecure 2500 /. borrowed of Mr. Per- 


rot. 

Sir Robert Holt borrowed 2500 /. more of Mr. Perrot, upon the ſame Mortgage, and ſome other ad- 
ditional Lands, amounting in all to about 7007. per aynum, and acknowledg'd a Recognizance of 
8000 /. as a further Security for this Money. 

Sir Robert Holt borrowed 50co }. of William Gwavas Eſq; to pay off Mr. Perrot : and Mr. Pery2t and Sir 
Robert Holt, by Mr. Gwavas's Order, afſign'd over the Mortgage and Recognizance to Andrew Fountaine iq. 
The Mortgage was forfeited for non-Paiment of the Money at the time limited : And in 1670 Mr. Foun- 
t4ine enter'd on the greateſt Part of the mortgag'd Eſtate, claiming the Mortgage-Money as his own Money, 
by Gift from Mr. Coke. 

Mr. Gwava: and others, Executors of Mr. John Coke, then late of Holkham in the County of Norfolk Eſq; 
claimed the ſaid 5000 /. as part of the perſonal Eſtate of Mr. Coke, placed out at Intereſt in Mr. Fountaine's 
Name, in Truft for Mr. Coke: and in Eaſter-Term, 1672. the Executors preferred a Bill into the Court of 
Exchequer-Chamber, againſt Mr. Foxntaine and Sir Robert Holt, for this Money ; whereby Sir Robert Holt 
was diſabled to pay either Principal or Intereſt, before the Cauſe was determin'd, unleſs he could have got the 
joint Conſeat of all Parties pretending a Right to the Money, which he could never obtain. 

Mr. Fountaine being then a Member of the Houſe of Commons, had his Privilege of Parliament, and by 
reaſon of the frequent Seſſions and Adjournmeats of Parliament, there was little proceeding in this Cauſe till 
the Year 1678. but Mr. Fountaine received the Profits of part of the mortgag'd Eſtate for ſeveral Years, 
amounting to about 2400 /. beyond all DeduQions. | | 

In Ofober 1679, Sir Robert Holt died, and the Reverſion of the mortgag'd Eſtates deſcended to his Son 
and Heir Sir Charles Holt. | 

Sir Charles Holt waited for the Event of this Cauſe till Trinity-Term, 1681. and then finding it not likely 
to come to a ſpeedy Iflue, preferred a Bill of Interpleader into the Court of Exchequer-Chamber, againſt Mr. 
Fountaine and the Executors of Mr. Coke ; in which Bill, and by ſeveral Motions afterward made by his Coun- 
ſel, he offer'd to pay the Money, then due upon the Mortgage, into that Court, and provided the Money 
ready ; but the Court would not receive it without Mr.. Ca 's Conſent, (which he always refuſed to 
give) yet ordered Sir Charles Holt to colle& the Rents, anT paſt iatb-thitr Court. 

In Trinity-Term, 1682. the Executors of Mr. Coke obtain'd a Decree againſt Mr. Fountazze for this Money, 
and Mr. Forntaine is ordered by this Decree to aſſign the Mortgage, and all Deeds relating to it, to Mr. Coke's 
Executors, who are ſince declared by another Decree of rhe Gpurt of:Exchequer-Chamber, to be Executors 
in Truſt for Edward Coke Eſq; an Infant. Ag FIR cd : 

In Trinity-Term, 1693. the ſaid Edward Coke, by the Right Noble the Marqueſs of Carmarthen his Guar- 
dian, obtained another Decree, for this Money, againſt Sir Charles Holt, in the Court of Exchequer-Cham- 
ber ; and by a ſubſequent Order of that Court Sir Charles Holt was ordered to pay 2000 /. Rents of the mort- 
g2p'd Eſtate he had in his Hands, in a few Days, and the Reſidue at Michaelmas, 1694; and it it be nor then 
paid, he is to be forecloſed of all Equity of Redemption of the mortgag'd Eſtate. ; 

About 2800]. has been paid for Intereſt, and received out of the Profits of the Eſtate. Sir Charles Holt 
has paid 3000/7. more into the Court of Exchequer, in obedience to an Order of that Court made 19.1681 ; 
and 20001, more to Mr. Coke's Guardian, in obedience to the laſt Decree, 

Mr. Fountsine, who has the Eſtate in Law in him, and the Mortgage-Deeds in his Hands, has for eleven 
Years paſt refuſed to perform the Decree made againſt him in 1682, and {till refuſes: and Mr. Coke, to whom 
the Money is decreed to be paid, is not capable to transfer or vacate the Mortgage and Recognizance ; by 
which Means Sir Cherles Holt is not only kepr out of the mortgag'd Eſtate, but is dilabled to ſell, or make 
any other Diſpoſal of it : And his other Eſtates are incumbred with the Recognizance. 


Sir Charles Holt being thus compelled to remain a Debtor, contrary to his own Deſire, by reaſon ot 
a dormant Truſt, which neither his Father, nor himſelf, had any notice of, till ic was too late to 
prevent the many Inconveniencies they have ſufter'd by ir ; and the greateſt part of the Debr ha- 
ving been already received out of the Rents, and recovered from him by Orders of the Court of 
Exchequer, and the Reſidue decreed to be paid by him, or his Eſtate to be raken from him, Hum- 
bly prays that the Mortgage and Recognizance for 8000 /. may, by Att of Parliament, (the only 
Remedy in this Caſe, as he 1s adviſed) be diveſted out of Mr. Fountaine, and be veſted in Truſtees, 
for raiſing the Money remaining due upon the Mortgage, and paying it into the Court of Exche- 
quer-Chamber for the Uſe of ſuch Perſon ro whom ir dorh of Right belong ; and for conveying 
the Reſjdue of the Eſte, after the Debr paid, to Sir Charles Hole.

The Appellants CASE. 


I R John IWalter and others, having a Term of 99 Years, Commencing from Lady-Day, in the 17th Year of James the 
Firſt, in certain Lands called XKings-Mead in Hertford, (among other things) and the Corporation of Hertford, being 
abont to Purchaſe from the Crown the Inheritance of the ſaid Meadow. | 
The Corporation Purchaſed this 99 Years Term from the ſaid Sir John walter and others, in the Names of ſeveral! 
Truſtees made uſe of, in Truſt for the Corporation. 

The Corporation Purchaſed the Inheritance of the ſaid Meadow from the Crown, to them, and their Succeſſors, under a 
Fee Farm Rent of 4/. 145. 4 4. reſerved to the Crown. The Conlideration of the Grant is 1007. by them paid to the Crown. 
And- the Conſideration of the Aſſignment of the Term, is mentioned to be for a Competant Sum of Money. 

Ever ſince this Grant, the Corporation has enjoyed this Meadow, until about Three Years laſt paſt, but have Yearly given 
to the Poor a Charity thereout of 40 5s. by the Name of the Graſs-Money. 

In the Year 1645. in the times of Trouble, ſome Enemies of the Corporation, having taken out a Commiſiion for Charitable Uſes, 
and it having among other Things been thereupon found by Inquiſition, that this Meadow was Purchaſed by the Corporation in Truſt 
bc 'of the Poor of Hertford. It was Decreed by the Commiſſioners that the ſame did belong to the Poor. 

But nothing was ever done upon this Decree, but the Meadow enjoyed by the Corporation as before. 

Another Commiſſion for Charitable Uſes having been taken out, and the Inquiſition therenpon ( among other things ) 
f:4inz the faid Grant made from the Crown to the ſaid Corporation : It was thereupon Decreed, That the ſaid Grant 
from the Crown of this Meadow, was for the proper Uſe of the Corporation, without any Truſt for the Poor. 

Upon aa other Commiſſion taken out for Charitable Uſes : It was found that the ſaid Grant from the Crown, of the ſaid Meadow., 
although abſolutely made to the Corporation, and their Succeſſors, without any Truſt or Uſe therein mentinacd to the Poor, yet thar 
the ſame was in truſt for the Poor, and it was thought fit on the 13th of September, 1708. to Decree (among other things) that this 
\tealow did belong to the Poor of Hereford, and that the Corporation ſhould Account tor the Rents aud Profits thereof, from the 
14th of Faxrary, 1645. and the yearly Value of the ſaid Meadow was thereby aſlertained at 15 /. 115. 16 4 It was Decreed 
that latereit at 5 /- per Cent, ſhould be paid Annually, for the ſaid Yearly Value of the ſaid Meadow, and di! Decree the 
Corporation to pay on the 19th of Fnzary then next, for the Uſe of the Poor the Sum of 24951 75. deduRting thereout 
the ſaid 1007. and Intereſt paid by the Corporation to the Crown, for the ſaid Graat of the Inheritance. 

On Exceptions taken by the Corporation to this laſt Decree of the Commiſſioners, and the ſame commiag on before the late 
Loid Chancell!s Comper in November, 1709. his Lordſhip was xleaſed to Decree that the Corporation ought to be charged 
with certain Reats, called Z-dges-Rents in ſuch Inquifition, or Decree mentioned from 4/ichealmas, 1645. inclulive, of 3 1.13 5. 4 d. 
per Arnum. deduRting thereout the Yearly Sum of 1/.6 5. 84. which the Exceprants did Annually pay to the Poor of the 
Corporation, and with the Sum of 29/. for a Fine recetred by the Exceptants for the ſaid Hodzes-Rents, together with 
Intereſt for the ſame, from the 1ſt of Seprember, 1791. and that as to the ſaid Meadow called K2's-Meadow, the ſaid Lord 
Chancellor Decreed that the Grant thereof was Procured by Petitions, preferred to the Crown on the behalf of the Poor, 
and that the ſame was a Charity for the Poor, and Decreed that the Corporation ſhould Account for the Rents and Profits 
of the ſaid Meadow called King's-Mead, from AMichealmas, 1646. Inclulive and for the avoiding of the Delay and Charge of Exa- 
mining into the Value of the ſaid Meadow, it ſhould be Accounted for, at 141 per Azum, and that upon the ſaid Account, 
the Corporation ſhould be allowed the 1co/. paid by them for the Purchaſe of the ſaid Meadow, together with the Intereſt 


thereof, and ſhould likewiſe be allowed the ſaid reſerved Fee Farm Rent of 4 /. 145. 4.4. and likewiſe what the Corporation paid 
tor Taves. And in the taking of tho ſaid Account, the Maſter to whuiu ihe ſauic was referred, was 0 make a reſt from Year to car, 


and when on the ſaid Account, it ſhould appear the ſaid 100 /. and Intereſt was ſatisfied from thenceforth, the Maſter was to allow 
the Corporation 495. Yearly, as paid to the Poor for Graſs-Money, and when it ſhould appear upon the ſaid Account that there 
was duc to the Poor according to that manner of Accounting the Sum of 100 /. the ſame was to carry Intereſt at 5 /. per Cent. for the 
Beneſit of the ſaid Poor, and in like manner for every 100 /. as ſhould be ſo found due ts the Poor, 

The Maſter by his Report amongſt other Things, Certified, That the ſaid 100 /. and Intereſt was ſatisfied at AMichaelmas, 1661. and 
from that time he allowed to the Corporation the Sum of 40 5. Annually as paid to the Poor for Graſs-Money : But the Maſter inſtead 
of carrying on that Account in reſpe& of the ſaid Mead ſeperate and diſtin, as its apprehended according to the late Lord 
Chancellor's Decree, ( he ought to have done ) has interwoven and blended the ſame, together with the faid Charity called 
lodges Rents, of 31. 135. 45. per Anmnum. and with the ſaid Sum of 20 1. and Intereſt as received by the Corporation as a Fine oa 
the Firſt of September, 1701. and by his ſaid Report, he has Charged the ſaid Corporation as Debtor to the Poor in the Sum of 
398 1. 15 5. 3 d. which Report was afterwards Confirmed. | : 

By which ſaid Decree, and the Report made thereupon, the Appellants humbly inſiſt that they are Aggreived, and Appeal to Your 
Lordſhips from the ſame (in regard as the Appellants humbly inſiſt ) there is no ſufficient Evidence to prove the faid Ain7's 
Mead t6 be a Charitable Eſtate; It having been granted by the Crown to the Appellants, the Corporation aud their Succeſſors 
without any Truſt therein mentioned for the Poor, and the Purchaſe-Money thereor was paid by the Corporation, and ever fince the 
Grant thereof, which is near go Years, this Meadow has been Enjoyed by the ſaid Appellants until the late Decree of the ſaid late _ 


Lord Chancellor pronounced in 1709. And whereas the ſaid Decree of the late Lord Chanceltzr ſeems chiefly to be founded//ati © * 


Applications made to the Crown for obtalning the ſail Grant of the ſaid Meadow, yet the Appellants humbly inſiſt that ſuch 
Petitions and the Anſwers thereuato related chiefly to the Right of Commoning in the ſaid Mead, and to have a Diſpute ſettled 
between the Inhabitants in the then Ancieat Cottages, and the Inhabitants ia the then nevw or latter Ere&ted Cottages, touching their 
Right of Commoning in the ſaid Mead. | 

But if there was ſufficient Evidence to Decree the ſaid Meadow to be a Charity Eſtate, which is no ways admitted by your 
Petitioners ; yet the Appellants are aggreived in not being allowed the Charges of procuring and paſſing the ſaid Grant ſrom the 
Crown of the Inheritance of the ſaid Meadow, over and above the faid 1007. which by the Books made uſe of as Evidence 
2caiaſt the Appellants Appears to be 501. Neither are the Appellants allowed any Conſideration either for the Purchaſe-Money paid, 
or for the Charges of taking in the Aſſignment of the 99 Years Term.

And for that the ſaid Maſter in his faid Report, hath not peruſed the Decree in taking the Account ſeparate of the Rents and Profits 
of the ſaid King's Mead, and of the ſaid Hodges Rents, but has blended the ſame together, whereby the 100 /. laid out by the Ap- 
pellants for the Purchaſe of the Inheritance of the ſaid Meadow, together with the latereſt thereof, is rendred ſooner ſfitisficd then 
really it was, and the Account thereby greatly varied to the prejudice of the Appellants-

To which Addreſs His Majeſty was pleaſed to give an Anſwer, That he would do in this as far as was Conſiſtent with 
the Publick Good. 

That accordingly by Letters Patents dated the 27th of June 1694, Their Majeſties Granted to the ContraRtors the 
Making of Half-pence and Farthings of Engliſh Copper, (as not to be Counterfeited) to be Coined in the Tower of 
.ondon for Seven years from Midſummer then paſt, ſo as the Quantity in that time did not exceed 700 Tuns ; upon 
Condition, - that the Contractors ſhould Exchange all the Tin Farthings and Half-pence for a like Number in Tale of 
Copper Farthings and Half-pence, not exceeding 200 /. a Week during the ſaid Term, and hereupon the ContraQtors 
did proceed on the ſaid Patent. 

That on the 13th of Faxuary 1695, when the ContraQtors had Coined and Iſſued about x70 Tuns of Copper Half- 
pence and Farthings, Complaint was made to the Houſe of Commons of the Scarcity of Half-pence and Farthings for 
{ome time then paſt, and at that time, and that the Patcntees did make the ſame of Baſe Copper, and refuſed ro dc- 
liver out any bur for Mill'd and Broad Unclipp'd Money, and at Ten or Fifteen Pounds per Cent. and refuſed to Ex- 
change Tin Farthings ; wherepon the Houſe of Commons did Direct, | 

That a Committee ſhou.d he appointed ro Contider the Matter of the ſaid Complaint, and of the ſaid Patent. and 
to Examine and Report the fame, with their Opinion thereupon tro the Houſe, and a Committee was accordingly ap- 

ointed. | 
L Thar the Makers of the Erelih Copper raking Advantage of this Complaint, did then raiſe the Copper from 1007. 
ro 120l per Tun, and the Contractors to Jullific themſe. ves againſt this Complaint, were thereupon forced ro Agree 
for 70 Tuns at 120 4, pcr Tun, which was to their prejudice 1440 /. | 

That tie Contractors were before the Commirtee of the Houſe of Commons on this Complaint, from the {aid 13th of 
Jaanary, 1695, to the 6th of April, 1696. and thea the Relvlutions of the faid Committee were Agreed unto by rhe Houle, 
and were as follows, v/z. 

1 har (upon Examination of the Matter of the ſaid Complaint) the Patentecs have made the faid Farthings and Halt- 
pence of good Copper, according to the Direction of the Parent. 

That the faid Patenrcecs have exchanged and delivered our Copper Half-pence and Farthings for Gold and Current Siiyer

1 hat the Contractors have © oed 5.9 Tuns of Copper Haif-pence and Farthings, and have exchanged Tin Farthings 
and Fla:f pence, in tale, amounting to 354c0l. whereby they have loit, over and above all their Profit in the Copper Half 
"ence and Farthings, 6280 4. (200 L. in race, in Tin tarthings making only 60 /. worth of Tin Metral.)

EARL THOMAS ſince the late Earls Death, hath paid ſome Hundreds of pounds of Earl H:J;am's Debts. The Welch Eſtate 
ſtands charg:d wirh $000 /. to the Siſters of Ear! Zh99749, and 500 /. per arnum to Earl 7homas for Life, and 1500/. per annum to 
the Countels Dowager of Pembroke, Relict of Earl Philip, which amount Annually to near the whole profits of that Eſtate. AND 
ſeveral of the Lands lying in Miltftire Deſcended to the Daughter, have ſo long been intermixed with the Crown Lands enjoyed to- 
gether by the Family, thart ir is hardly poſſible to diſtinguiſh the one from the other, beſides many Diſputes have ariſen, and more 
are likely to ariſe about the extent of the Recoveries ſuFered by Earl Philip, what Lands are comprehended within them.

included as conſenting; and what everis ſo decreed by the Bench in the face of the Country ſopublickly Summoned, is taken for

red, *tis not poſſible to havea more unanimous conſent froma whole Countrey, nor is it at all required, or any where praRiſed that 
every individual man ſhould conſent : If this Work had beendiſliked in thoſe days, why did not theſe mens fathers ( who call 
themſelves Lords of the Fenns) oppoſe the Earl in the leaſt word, which would have deterred him and his Participants from lay-

Note that the Commiſſioners do covenant in their Contract with the Earl to become Sutors to the next parliament to confirm it 
by an AR, by which it isevident there was neither fraud nor compulſion on che Earls part, and fo ſull and chearfull conſent from 
the Counttev, as cannot be more expected; all which has been proved at feveral times at the Houſe Barr, by the Records, and di- 


vers Witneſſes of good quality, and Commoners of that Countrey ; And thus we conceive that we have ſhewed a general unani- 


mous conſent of all the Commiſſioners, and alſo of all the C ountrey, inthoſe days, when thoſe who now oppoſe were very young,

AKCLES Rent: 


Hereas in Dur late Partiament held at Weſtminſter, inthe Twelfth year of Dur Reigh, The Lows and Tommons there- 
| in Afſembled did ſhew and declare unto Us, That the erecrable Burther of Our Royal Father CHARLES 
px the Firſt, of ever Bleſſed and Glozftous Bemozy, hath been committed by a Jarty of wzetched Yen, deſperately 
Wa wicked and hardened in their Jmpiety, who having firſt pitted and contrived the ruine and deſtruction of this Ercel- 
rs lent Ponatchy, and with it the true Refozmed Pyoteſfant Religion, which had been ſo long Pyotected by it, and 
4@& Flouriſhed under it, found it neceſſary in o2der to the carrying on of their pernicious and traiterous Deſigns, to 
: cow down all the Bulwarks and Fences of Law, and to ſtbvert the very being and conſtitution of Parliament, 
& That \o they might at laſt make their way open fo2 any further Attempts upon His Perſon: And fo2 the more eaſie 
<= effecting thereof, they did then firſt ſeduce ſome part of the then Army into a compliance, and then kept the reſt in 
ſubjetion to them, partly fo2 hope of Pycferment, and chiefly fo fear of loſing their Jmployments and Arrears, until 
by theſe and other moze odious Arts and Oevices they had futly ſtrengthned themſelves both in Power and Faction 3 Thich being done, 
they did Declare againſt all manner of Treaty with the Perſon of Our Royal Father, even then when a Treaty by Advice of both Houſes

at any time after be viſited upon them o2 theirPoſterity, as by the ſaid Ant amongſt other things at large appeareth. Te being very fenlt- 
ble of the Pfous and good intentions of Our ſaid Dutiful and Loyal Subjecs ; and holding Our Self obliged to do Our utmolk endea- 
vour that a wozk ſo much tending to the honour and acknowledgment of the infinite Yerctes of Our god and gracious God, who hath

And We ſtrictly Command all perſons whatſoever, fo2 the better obſervation of the ſain Day, to 
abſtain from all ſervile Wozks and Bulinels on that Day, and meekly and o2derly to repair to the JPublick place fo2 Divine Worſhip, to 
beſcech God fo2 his Mercy, and to humble themſelves in his ſight, accozding to the god intention of the ſaid A#. And Cle declare, That 
ſuch perſons as ſhall be faulty hercin, ſhall be eſteemed by Us, Contenmers and Jnfringers of Our Laws and Commands, and P2ophane 
perſons, who wilfully ſhut their eyes, both againſt the Judgments and Yercies of Almighty God.

Humbly offered ro the Conſideration of the Right Honorable the LoxDps Srikitrual and 


T remeorRalt in ParLliameEnT ASSEMBLED, 


HAT Herry late Earl of Arundel intending a Proviſion for his younger Children , by Deed , made by advice of Sir Orlayds 
Bridgman, Sir Jeoffry Palmer, and other Eminent Lawyers, Did Grant and Settle the Barony of Greyſtock, &c. (of the value of 
Five hundred pounds per Arm ) for 200 years, in the Marqueſs of Dorcheſter and other Truſtees, Jn truſt, That they ſhould 
permit his ſecond Son Hezry, and the Heirs Males of his Body, to receive the profits thereof, until ſuch time as by the death of 
his Eldeſt Son Thomas, without Iſſue Male, in the life time of Hezry, or after the death of the faid Thomas, by failure of his Iflue 

Male, the Earldom of Arxzdel ſhould deſcend to Herry ; and that upon the Deſent of the Earldom of Aruzwde! to Henry, all the Benefit of the 

Truſt for Hexry or his Heirs ſhould ceaſe, and the Truſtees from thenceforth hold it in Truſt for Charles, during all the reſidue of the ſaid term 

of 200 years, as by the Deeds more fully may appear.

By vertue of which Settlement, Herry received the Profits of the ſaid Barony, until, by the Death of Duke Thomas without Iſſue, the Earl- 
dom of Arnndel deſcended unto him, about the firſt of November 1677, By which means, the Truſt for Herry did ceaſe ; and then Charles 
expected to enjoy his Right, according to the DireCtions of the Trult aforeſaid. 


But the ſaid Herry, late Duke of Norfolk, having ſecretly gotten a Surrender of the Truſt to himſelf, kept the Poſſeſſion, until, by a 
tedious and chargeable Proſecution of a Suit depending in the High and Honorable Court of Chancery, wherein Charles Howard was Plaintiff 
againſt his Grace the late Duke of Norfolk, the Right Honorable the late Marqueſs of Dorcheſter, and Richard Mariot Defendants. 


And whilſtthe Suit was yet depending, the now Duke of Norfolk obtained a Conveyance of the Premiſles from his Father, notwithſtanding 
the humble Requeſt of his Uncle Charles to the contrary, and immediately became a Parry Defendant with his Father, and in his Anſwer, con- 
felled all his Uncle Charles his Right and Title as fully and wholly as Charles did ſer it forth in his Bill, and that Richard Mariot delivered up the 
Truſt into his Fathers Hands to the intent the term of 200 years to Charles might be merged and extinguiſhed, as more at large appears by his 
Graces Anſwer in Chancery upon Record. 


_ The Cauſe being at Iſſue, came to be heard before the late Lord Chancellor the Earl of Nottingham, on the 17th. of June, in the 34th. year 
of His late Majeſties Reign, whoſe Lordſhip, after ſeveral days hearing of Councel on both ſides, was pleaſed to declare his Opinion to be : 
That Charles had a good Title to the Barony of Greyſtock, and other the Lands in queſtion, and in the Bill mentioned; | 


Therefore decreed the Defendants to account to him for the Profits thereof, by them or any of them received after the Death of Thomas 
late Duke of Norfolk ; or which they might have received without their own wilful Default; and in order thereunto, direfted an Account 
before a Maſter, and decreed the Defendants to pay what ſhould be reported due; and that they ſhould forthwith deliver Poſſeilion to 
Charles of all the ſaid Premiſles : To hold, for the Reſidue of the Term of 200 years (mentioned therein) then to come and unexpired, and to 
convey the ſame as the Maſter ſhould direct. | 


Which Decree was afterwards ſigned and enrolled, and Charles aftually veſted in the Pollefſion of the ſaid Mannors and Premiſles; the 
which he well hoped he ſhould have enjoyed, being his undoubted Right. 


But the Defendants, the late Duke of Norfo/k, the Lord Mowbray, now Duke of Norfolk, and Richard Mariot, before they had performed 
the ſaid Decree, by paying the Money by them received out of the faid Premiſles, exhibited a Bill of Review, for reverſing the ſaid Decree; to 
which Charles put in a Plea and Demurrer, the which coming to be argued on the 15th, of May, in the 35th. year of the Reign of the late 
King Charles the Second of glorious Memory, before the Right Honorable the Lord Keeper of the Grear Seal of Ezgland. 


His Lordſhip, after hearing Councel on both ſides, not only over-ruled the ſaid Plea and Demurrer, but reverſed the Decree aforeſaid, and or- 
dered a Writ or Writs of Reſtitution to be directed to the Sheriffs of Cumberland and Weſtmerland to put the faid Plaintitls in the Bill of R.e- 
view in Poſſeſſion, which accordingly was done. 


All which Doings and Procecdings, Charles is adviſed, are contrary to Equity and Juſtice, and tend inevitably to his Ruine, unleſs relieved 
by the Juſtice of the moſt Honorable Houſe of Lords, the Supzeam Court of Judicature within this Kingdom.

DEEPING-FENNS. 


Hereas by an Act of Parliament made in the 16 and 17th years of 
\ / \ His late Majeſties Reign, of ever bleſſed Memory, Intituled, An 
 A& for draining of Deeping-Fenns, and other Fenns therein 
mentioned, Edward Farl of Mancheſter, and others therein Named, are decla- 
red Undertakers for draining the faid Fenns; And whereas by one other Act _ 
made in the Two and twentieth year of the Reign of his {aid late Majeſty, In-

tituled, An Act for ſettling the draining of the faid Fenns, by which, the 
Lands given them by the frit mentioned Act, are ſettled and veſted in them, 
and other Powers and Priviledges thereby granted them. 

And whereas Robert Farl of Ailsbury, Jobn Lord Bellaſyſe, Jobn Lord Berkley of 
Stratton,&c.are become the Aſſignees of the {aid Undertakers,who for the more 
eafie and ready way for raiſing of Moneys on emergent occaſions, and for the 
better Government and Regulating the works, for preſerving and maintain- 
ing the ſaid Fenns, defire to be made a Corporation, and to have a Common 
Seal, the ſaid Earl of Ai/5byry to be the firit Governour, during his Life ; and 
every owner of 250 Acres to be a Conſervator,and Member of the {aid Corpo- 
ration,with Liberty for any two of the ſaid. Conſervators to adminiſter an Oath 
ro the Governour, that he thall well and truly execute the ſaid Office, and thar 
the Governour, or any two of the ſaid Conſervators, may adminiſter the like 
Oath to every Conlſervator, and other their Officers, before they ſhall act in 
their Reſpective Offices ; and after the Death of the ſaid Farl, the major part of 
rhe Conſervators, to chute a new Governour yearly, at their publick meeting 
at Spalding. 

And all the Works, Powers, Priviledges and Authorities given to the faid 
Undertakers by the {aid Acts, be ſettled and confirmed in the faid Corporati- 
on, and the 10036 Acres toremainand be in the Afﬀenees of the {aid Truſtees. 

Provided that the commion Seal{hallnot be fixed for the raiſing any Money, 
but 14 days noticethall be firſt given toevery Conſervator, of the time and 
place of 4 meeting, appointed by the Governour, for the effecting thereof. | 

And that {o much of the Lands {hall hereafter be fold for the Arrears of 
Taxes and Penalties only, asſhall be fufficient for raiſing the ſame; and that 
publick notice thereof be firſt given, by afixing a writing (ſerting forth rhe 
particulars of ſuch Lands, and the Owners) at the Shire-houle at Spalding, at 
leaſt two Market days before ſuch Sale. 

And that no Tenant for years {hall be removed by ſuch Sale, but ſhall enjoy 
the remainder of his term, paying his Rent to the Purchaſer. 

And thatall power given tothe Commiſſioners of Sewers by the ſaid Acts, 


{hall be continued againſt the ſaid Corporation in like manner as before a- 
o4inl{t the ſaid Undertakers. 
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The Caſe of the Undertakers for the Draining of Deeping-Fenns, as tv 4 Pretended' Adjudication. 


CHE Firſt At of Parliament was madein 1664. at the earneſt deſire of the Country; which then was in manifeſt danger of being uts 
terly loſt; as apears by the Preamble to the ſaid Aft. But by reaſon: of ſome Diſcouragements in the ſaid Aft, the Work was not 
proceeded in till the Paſſing the New Act in 1668.and then the Work was vigorouſly proceeded on ; and in the Year 1671. the ſaid 
Fenn was laid dry, and depaſturable tor Cattel art all times of the Year, and Crops of Corn ſown and reaped in it. 

All the Country Banks which were charged on the. Undertakers by the faid A&, were all ſubſtantially repaired, much better than 


: when at the Countries keeping ; and ſeveral other Advantages and Improvements made to the Country, at the Undertakers Charge. 


All which notwithſtanding, the Commiſſioners of Sewers proved very unkind, and on the leaſt occaſion would award very great Damages the 


- one to: the other : Some, when the Undertakers were but in part guilty ; others, where they were no way guilty, or concerned at all. And all 


this, without any Summons, or Hearing of Parties, or any Teſtimony upon Oath: And in ſome other Caſes, where the Evidence was faireſt tor 


the Undertakers. 


And further, They have ordered all the Works belonging to the ſaid Undertakers to be preſented by the Jury every Seſſions, and have ſet ſuch 


immoderate Fines thereon, as amount to above 11000 /. 
And art laſt finding the Works in a good Condition, the Dreins new made, the Banks, Bridges, Sluices, and Tunnels all well repaired, and fo the 
future Charge not like to be great ; The ſaid Undertakers having then expended near 20000 /. in the ſaid Work, they. contrived an Adjudication to 


. Out and Eject the Undertakers, and then to take the Poſleſſion into their own Hands, 


For the better effefting whereof, one of the Commiſſioners writ to a Commiſſioner at Spaulding, as alſo to the Clerk of the Sewers, to adviſe the 
Impannelling a ſure Jury, though but of Twelve Men (if ſure); as alſo to engage ſeveral ſele& Commillioners to be preſent : The Jury was to pre- 
pare a Verdict againſt the Meeting of the Commiſſioners, which was to be the Thirteenth of September, 1677, 

And as a Preparatory to that Day, ſome of the Commiſſioners agreed a Meeting at Crowlaud on the Tweltth of September, to make a View of the 
Fenns, in order ro an Adjudication againſt the Undertakers; who accordingly met, and from Crow/and by Boat paſſed by Geod-fellows Dyke to Black 
Dyke Rof+, and from thence to Horſe-gate Roft to Spaulding, by which they could not view any part of Deeping Fenns, which was at that time full 


of Cattel, rier one eighth part of the whole Fenns, and that part alſo the loweſt and pannieſt Ground in all the Fenn, of which notwithſtanding a 


Treat part was then dry. | 

The Commiſſioners accordingly held their Sefſions on the Thirteenth of Seprember, 1677. and the AQ of Parliament was given the Jury in 
Charge, as was before contrived ; and after ſome Debate, it was objeted, That ſeveral Honourable Perſons, both of the Houſe of Peers and Houle 
of Commons, were concerned, who ought not to be ejected out of their Eſtates during a Seſſion of Parliament, without being heard. But that Plea 
would not be accepted by the Court: And the Court adjourned from the Town-Hall to the White-Hart in Spaulding. 

And what Decrces or Adjudications were there made, as all the reſt of the Proceedings at that Court, were kept in ſecret from the Undertakers, 
who were never Legally ſummoned, and afterwards coming and demanding Copies from the Clerk of the Sewers, could not procure them, all the 
Papers being kept trom him by the Commitlioners, leſt they thould come to the knowledge of the ſaid Undertakers; intending to ſurpriſe them, by 
returning tlic tame into the Chancery, to be Filed upon Record, before they could make any Defence to prevent the ſame ; which though never 
fo legal and Unjuſt, if once Filed, would have rendred the faid Undertakers Remedileſs either in Law or Equity, otherwiſe than by Appeal in 
Parliament. | 

But the ſzid Adjudications having been ſince returned up, the Undertakers did procure Copies thereof, and by Petition to the Lord Chancellor 
did prevent the Filing thereof, till the ſaid Petitioners ſhould be heard : The Subſtance of which Adjudications are as follow. . x 

That the Commithoners therein named, by their View, do find, adjudge, and decree, That the ſaid Fenns, and every of them, are hurtfully ſur- 
rounded with Water; And that the ſaid Fenns or Waſtes have, or moſt part of the fame have, lain drowned and overflowed with Water, from the 
Second day of 1M.rch, 1664. to the day of the date of the faid Decree, notwithſtanding the Works of the ſaid Truſtees, and in their Default, The 
Jury alfo gave in their Verdict, That the Fenns called Deeping-Femns in the faid AQ of Parliament, were never drayned by W:/am Earl of Devor- 
/bire, and Truſtees for Draining the faid Fenns; but that the ſaid Fenns lay then hurtfully furrounded, as the ſaid Fenns have been hurtfully ſur- 
rounded ever fince the Second day of March, 1664. notwithſtanding the Works of the ſaid Undertakers, and in default of the faid Truſtees ; and 
that the ſaid Fenns were as dry before the faid Undertaking, as they have been at any time ſince. 

After the Court making a recital of the Adjudications of the Commiſſioners that viewed, fay, that the Fenns are hurtfully ſurrounded, and were 
not dreyned by th Truſtees, nor Undertakers within the firſt Seven years mentioned in the ſaid Att, which is quite different from the Return 
made by the Viewers themſelves, and then it was declared by the Court, that the Truſtees mentioned in the ſaid AR, ſtand ſeized for ſuch uſes, in- 
tents, and purpoſes, as tn and by the ſaid Act is limited for the benefit of the Countrey. 


On all which it 1s to be obſerved. 


f. That the whole buiineſs was a Contrivance of fome of the Commitſlioners to out the Undertakers, and put themſelves into poſſeſſion, For that 
th: Undertakers had expended near 8000 /. on the Works of Draining the faid Fenn, in the precedent Five Years before the intended Adjudica- 
tion, as their Regiſter-Books will make appear ; whereby 'cis evident, they did not wilfully negle& the fame. 

II. That the Viewers by one Afternoons viewing the eighth part of the Fenn, without any other Teſtimony, or Proof, could adjudge the Fenn to 
have continued drowned for above twelve Years before, aichough not long before, ſome of the ſame Commiſſioners did Award damages againſt 
the ſaid Undertakers of 150 /, for that there warited Water in the River. 

HI. The Jury without View, or Inquiſition, or any other Evidence, or Proof alſo preſented upon their Oaths, that the ſaid Fenns had continued 
res for above twelve Years, according as the Viewers had adjudged, notwithſtanding the contrary was well known to moſt, if not to 
all of them 

IV. And as if the ejeCting and outing the ſaid Undertakers had not been ſufficient, they have returned Eſtreats to the value of aboye 11000 /. 
againſt the ſaid Undertakers, | 

V. And ſince all this, they have received Petitions againſt the faid Undertakers, and have Summoned them as Undertakers to appear, and alfo 
the Jury have preſented the Undertakers from time to time, and ſet Fines upon them for the defect of ſeveral Bridges, Sc. under their care, 
notwithſtanding that by the ſaid Adjudication they had eje&ted them before, and ſince the time of this Adjudication, being eight Years, the Un- 
dertakers have continued in quiet poſſeſſion, and have laid aut above 14000 /. 

Note, The Lords of all the Mannors whoſe Tenants have Common in the Fenn, are all conſenting to the Undertakers, who are oppoſed by none 
but the Commiſſioners of Sewers, who take upon them the Name of the Country ; and, we are credibly informed, have obtained ſeveral Hands 
toa Writing they deſign to offer in oppoſition to the Bill, and for Filing the Adjudication, by falſely perſuading them, the Undertakers deſign to 
take away all their Commons, and poſſeſſing them, they may enjoy the whole Fenn again in Common, if the Undertakers were outed ; when 
in truth the Commilſioners by their own Adjudication (if it may ſtand) are to have and diſpoſe of the Undertakers Lands. 

Note, It may reaſonably be ſuppoſed, that if by the Adjudication of the Commiſſioners of Sewers, the Lands were to have gone to any others than 
themſelves, the Adjudication had never been made upon fo ſlender a view, and without any proof, and ſo Privately, that the Undertakers 
were not to have Legal Summons, nor ſo much as Copies of the Proceedings. | : 

From all which the Undertakers do humbly hope, and pray, that your Lordſhips will put them under a more Indifferent Judicature ; in order to 
which they humbly propoſe, That out of the Perſons appointed to ſet out the Boundaries of the Fenns ; three may be choſen by the Under- 
takers, and three by the Country or Commiſſioners of Sewers, and one (to make the number odd) by the Lord Lieytenant of the County 
of Lincoln for the time being, which Seven, or any five of them may aſleſs Damages as the Caſe may require, Or if this Propoſal doth not 
ſeem reaſonable, That your Lordhips will pleaſe to put the Undertakers under ſuch other Judicature as your Lordſhips ſhall think fit.

Sir Edmond Warcupp at the firſt Diſcourſe, much preſt to have a Particular, but 
— 5,1 Mr. Twyford being then in London , Declared he was not able to make one, but 

> * however, at Sir Edmond Warcupp's Importunity , Did as well as he could, make a 
Particular, and delivered it to Sir Edmond Warcupp, By which the Premiſles at twenty years Parchaſe (which is 
the uſual Rate in thar Country) came to 9600 /. But Sir Edmond Warcapp retuſing to purchaſe at thoſe Terms, 
the Particular was wholly laid aſide, and the Parties agreed by the Lump; and Sir Edmond Warcupp was onely 
ro give 65007. forthe Purchaſe; ſo much having been before oftered for it by others. 


Nevertheleſs, when the Articles came to be Sealed, Sir Edmozrd Warcupp had Annexed the faid Particular 
thereto, and had alſo incerted a Covenant into the Articles, that Twyferd ſhould make good the faid Particular , 
both as to the quantity and quality. Bur 7ivyford poſitively refuſed to Seal the Articles, until Sir Edmond War- 
cupp promiſed that no other ute ſhould be mace of the ſaid Parricular, other taan to find out the purchaſed Lands. 


The Articles being thus Sealed, the Conveyances were for ſome time reſpited at Sir Edmond Warcupp's deſire, 
leſt the Suits then depending, touching the ſaid Incloſures ſhould abate. 


But the Conveyances being afterwards Sealed, and the Purchaſe Money not paid, 7wyford in 1573, Exhibited 
his Bill in Chancery againſt Sir Edmond Warcupp to have his Purchaſe Money paid, To which the faid Sir Edmond 
Warcupp put in a very long Anſwer, and allo tor vexation, Exhibited a long ©:0fs Bill againſt the faid Twyford, to 
have an Allowance for pretended Detefts in the Particular, and tor the Charges of Encloſing the ſaid Commons 
which were agreed to be done at his own Charge: And ſeveral Witneſies v. ere Examined in the Caſe to 7iry- 
ford's great Charge. Sir Edmond Warcupp (who was a priviledged perion in Chancery) endeavouring by the 
faid long Bill, Anſwer, and Depoſitions, to difable the faid 7wyford trom proſecuting his ſaid Suit; who had no 


other Eſtate to pay his Debts, or to maintain, or provide for himtelf and ſeven Children than what was in Sir Ed- 
mond Warcupp's hands. | 


That the ſaid Twyford at Jaſt by the Aſſiſtance of Friends brought the ſaid Caute to Hearing in Z7i/ary Term

3 nominated Executors thereof. 
& Maynard Colcheſter hath not yet aQted, and the Counteſs of Sfolk exhibited the faid Will in the Prercgative 


Court. 

The Countels of S:am0rd, and the Lady F7obart, are the Grand-daughters and Heirs at Law of Sir 7ch# Maj- 
nard ; and it were moſt for their Advantage if there were no Will ar all. 

The Earl of S:amford and Sir Heyry Hobart, in Right of their Wives, controverted the ſaid Will, and brought 


an Eje&ment in the Court of Kzz2's-Bench, to try the Validity thereof, as to the diſpoſal of the real Eſtate

dence; but it being proved to have been found in an open Garret among Waſt-papers, and it containing only two Sides or Pages of a Sheer 
of Paper, and there being no Concluſion to i:, and it appearing to the Court that other Leaves had been faſtened to it ; the Court and 
Jury gave no heed to it,. and rejeRed it as a Revoked Will, it being made before the. commencement of the Statute againſt Frauds and 


Perjuries. 
The other Will, dated the gth of September 1686, mentioned likewiſe in the Petition, was not given in Evidence at the Trial, for it is 


written by the ſide of it with the proper Hand-writing of Sir Joh» Maynard, to be Revoked. 

There is another Will, dated the 6th of February, 16:9. Signed by Sir John Maynard, and atteſted by Three Witneſſes, which will be a 
Revocation of his former Will, and will tand as a Will, if che. Will of 21. Marr:i, 1689. be not good. 

The only Diſpute at the Trial was, Whether the Will, dated 21. Martiz, 1689. was a good Will in Law, as to the diſpoſing of the real 
Eſtate, according to the Statute of 29 Car. Il. againſt Frauds and Perjuries, becauſe Sir Fohz Mayxard did not ſign the Will in the preſence 
of the Witnelles; it was proved to be fgned by him, but the Witneſſes to the Will did not ſee him fign it; and thereupon a Special Verdi& 
was found, wherein r > other Pojat was made, but that of the Deviſor's not ſigning the Will in the preſence of the Witneſſes. 

The Reſpondents are willing to wave this Point, and defire this At of Parliament for the eſtabliſhing this Will of the 2 1ſt of March 168g.

may be at liberty 'to ſet up and prove any other Will. The end of this Att being to ſettle this Will againſt the Diſpute aforeſaid, wherein 
the Reſpondents are cnly concerned as Heirs at Law. | 

As to any that do not take by this Will, it is conceived, and it is deſired, that they may be at liberty to ſet up any other Will. 

As to any thar tak? by this Will, they will be benefitted by the AQt, for this Diſpute againſt the Will by this A&t taken away. 

As to the Alterations of the Will made by the Proviſoes, there is no injury done to the Petitioners, or to any other on whoſe behalf they 
Petition. *, 

The Money-Legacies are almoſt all paid, and the Perſonal Eſtate is increaſed by the Aft, becauſe Noſworthy's and Strode's Mortgages, are 
declared to be part of the Perſonal Eſtate: And what the Perſonal Eſtate ſhall fall ſhort to anſwer all Demands, is by the ACt to be made good 
out of the Real Eſtate. | | 

The Annuity-Legatees will be benefitted by this At, becauſe by the Will, they are charged upon the Real Eftate without any Remedy at 
Law for the recovery. But now, by the Att they are charged upon the Real Eſtate as Rent-charges recoverable by Diſtreſs or ARion ; 
and on default of Payments after Two Months, there is a Proviſion of Nomine pexes not to be voided in Law or-Equity. 

As to the Real Eſtate given by the Will to the Lord Gyorge/ Maynard Colcheſter, and the Lady Suffolk, and their Heirs, upon Truſt to 
be conveyed after the Death of the Lady Sufo/t, to the ule of the Reſpondents, and their Iſſue : The Lord Gyorgggrefuſeth to att, and 
Maynard Colcheſter doth not a@, and the Lady Suffolk is willing to be eaſed of the Truſt. Therefore the AR authorizes the Truſtees imme- 
diately to convey the Mannors, &*c. to ſuch Perlons, and for ſuch Eſtates, as the ſame are appointed by the Will to be conveyed after the 
Death of the Lady S»folk. | 

As to any Alterations by this A&t of ſome of the Truſts limited by the Will concerning the Real Eſtate, the Petitioners are no way con- 
cerned in them, but only their Reſpondents, and their Children ; for there is no Liniitation by the Will of any Remainder over, upon failure 
of the Sons and Daughters of the Lady Stamford, and Lady Hbarr. ; 

There is no Suit in Chancery concerning the Validity of this Will, but only againſt the Executors and Truſtees, to tye up their Hands 
till the Validity of the Will, upon the Special Verdict in the K7zze*s Bench be determined. The Validity of which Will was only controverted 
by the Reſpondents as Heirs at Law. . 

This AQ is to ſettle the Diſpute upon the Will. And as to the Alterations made by it, the Lady Stamford, and the Lady Hobart, who are 
Heirs at Law, and the Lady S»folkt, who is the only Executrix that aQs, are contented, and they are the only Perſons concerned. The Le- 
gacies and Annuities given by the Will, are meliorated by this AQ. 

In ſhort, As to the Petitioners Right by any other Will, which is none, yet there is a ſaving; and as to any Alterations made by this 
A& they are not concerned in them, nor is it deſir'd by the ſaid Bill ro ſell any part of the Eſtate. 

The Real Eſtates ſuffers very much while the Diſputes about the Will remain undetermined. The Receivers dare not ſue any 
Tenants for their Arrears of Rent; nor can he fl up the Eſtates in Copies or Leaſes, and can hardly prevail with Tenants to take from

In a Writ of Error brought by the Plaintiff upon a Judgment given againſt him in the 
Court of King's Bench, in an Adtion of [ndebitatus aſſumpſet, there brought by 
Mr. Harcourt againſt Mr. Fox, for trying the Right of the Place of Clerkſhip of the 
Peace for the County of Middleſex. 


HE Earl of C/are being Cuſtos Rotuloruns of the County of Middleſex, in Fuly 1689. appointed Mr. Harcourt 
to be Clerk of the Peace of the ſaid County, who accordingly enjoyed that Placeall the time the Earl of Clare 
continued Cyſtos Rotulorum there. | 

The Earl of Clare being removed from the Office of Cuſtos Rotulorum, and the Earl of Bedford made Cuſtos 

: Rotuloram in his room, the Earl of Bedford conſtituted the Plaintiff, Mr. Fox, duly qualified, Clerk of the 

Peace there, who accordingly entred upon and executed the ſaid Place : But Mr. Harcourt pretending that by virtue of the 

Grant of the Earl of Clare, and ofa late Statute, made in the firſt Year of their now Majeſties Reign, he had an Eſtate for 

Life in the ſaid Office, and not determinable upon the Remoyal of the Cuſtos Rotulorum, by whom he was appointed, 
brought the ſaid Action again(t Mr. Fox. 

Mr. Fox being adviſed by his Counſel that the Right of making and appointing the Clerk of the Peace had been ever 
in the Cuſtos Rotulorum tor the time being : And that the ſame is by the Statute 37 Hex. S. cap 1. declared to have always 
been fo; and that it is by the ſaid Statute enated, That ſuch Clerk of the Peace ſhall hold and enjoy the ſaid }lace during 
the time that the Cultos Rotulorum ſhall occupy and exerciſe the Dffice of Cuſtos Rotulorum. By which AX it ſcems appa- 
rent, that the Clerk of the Peace could not continue longer in that Employ than the Cuſtos Rotulorum did who put him in, 
and whoſe Servant he was. | 

And being further adviſed, that there was very little Reaſon to think that the Parliament by the ſaid Att of 1® K. William 


and Q. Mary, had the leaſt Intent to take away from the Cuſtos Rotulorum the Right and Power of putting in whom they 
thought fit to ſerve hen 111 han Luv pluy LV, oC Cl ICAL Doan whe bs =. -£ =—oohkoo, Prncerngy in, how nnkr ſnever 


he may be for that Employment, and how much ſoever diſpleaſing to the Cyſtos Rotulorum, ſhould yet in Deſpight of him 
be his Servant in that Place. = 

And it being humbly conceived to be clear and plain that the Statute c. * K. William and Q. Mary hath not taken away that 
Rightſrom the Cn/tos Rotulorum which is ſo expreſly declared and ſettled .., he Cuſtos fo? the tifne being by theStatute of A.8. 
the Words of the Statute 1® K. William and Q. Mary, uport which the Defendant lays all his Streſs, being, That the Clerk of 
the Peace ſhall take and receive the Fees, Jofits and J2erquiſites thereof, fo2ſo long time only as he ſhall well vemean himſelf 
in his ſaid Office, And though it be not added, as it is in the 37 Hex. 8. Ouring the time that the Cuſtos Rotulorum contt: 
nues Cuſtos ; yet that is conceived to be neceſſarily implied, and fo ſtrongly, that it is believed ir was not thought any ways . 
neceſſary to put them in. 

Mr. Fox for theſe Reaſons reſolved to ſtand the ſaid Trial, not only for the maintaining his own Right and Intereſt, but 
alſo of his Lord's the Earl of Bedford, and of the Right of every Cuſtos Rotulorum. And upon the Trial thereof the Jury 
found, in a ſpecial Verdi& the two recited Statutes upon the right Conſtruction, whereof depends the Plaintiff's and Defen- 
dant's Title to the ſaid Place, upon which the Court of King's Bench have beea pleaſed not only to pronounce a Judgment 
for Mr. Harcourt, but alſo to grant a Mandamws for the reſtoring Mr. Harcourt to the Place, which Mandamizs was brought 
to the Juſtices the Seſſions following, viz. in Fuly 1693. (after this Writ of Error was brought and allowed, and Bail gi- 
ven) upon which the Juſtices of the Peace, art the ſaid Seſſions, did turn out Mr. Fox, and admitted Mr. Harcourt, who is 
now in Poſſeſſion of the Clerk of the Peace's Place, whether the Earl of Bedford will or no, and muſt remain ſo, how juſt 


| Reaſons ſoever his Lordſhip may have to except againſt him, unleſs the Judgment ſhould be reverſed m the Houſe of Lords, 


which Mr. Fox humbly hopes will be done upon their Lordſhips hearing of the Matter : for the Law has made the Records 
inſeparable from the C/tos, and the Cyftos his Commiſſion enjoins him to have the Recordsbefore the Juſtices at every Sefſions, 
and who ſhall carry them ? it is not fit the Cuſtos himſcit, being generally of the principal Nobility, ſhould do it : Why then 
his Clerk of the Peace muſt doit; and if the Cxſtos cannot truſt him, which he muſt do (if he will not doit himſelf) there 
will be a manifeſt Failure of Juſtice ; beſides the Cyftos muſt incur the Danger that will follow in caſe any Records are razed 
or imbezell'd, for by the Law the Cu/tos is only reſponſible for the Records, there being no Proviſion in the At 1 *K. William 
and Q, Mary to ſave him harmleſs in that Particular. 

And belides the Danger the Cuftos is in if he may not have the appointing of his own Clerk of the Peace, the Cuſtos is 
made uſeleſs and needleſs, unleſs the Clerk of the Peace dieth whea he is Czſtos. 

It ſeems reaſonable that ſuch a ConſtruQion ſhould be put upon the Words of the Statute of 1® K. W1/l;am and Q. Mary, as 
may prevent ſuch Inconveniencies, and may not deſtroy the Intereſt of the Cyſtos, and create an Eſtate to the Clerk paramount 
to that of the Cxftos, who formerly was Maſter to the Clerk of the Peace. |

The CASE of EorwarD STRODE Gent. in an Action of the 
Caſe, for ſcandalous Words, and pretended falſe Impriſoument, 
brought againſt bim, Thomas Pemberton Gent. and Henry Man- 
ning Defendants, by George Rodny Plaintiff. 


N E Mrs. Joyce Buckeridg having let up ſeveral forged Deeds to ſtrip one 
Richard Anderſon Elq; of his Inheritance ; and after ſeveral Trials at Bar, 
and a Decree in Chancery, the ſaid Deeds being dete&ted, and Mrs. Bucke- 
ridg convit for the forgery of one of them; pending theſe Suits, Mrs. 
Buckeridg lent down the Plaintiff, Rodny her Brother, to hold the poſlel- 

lion of the Rectory of Bury Pomeroy near Totneſs in the County of Devor', and to receive 

the Rents and Profits thereof;the Tythes of which Rectory,together with the mean Pro- 
fits, were adjudged to the {aid Mr. Anderſon : who thereupon ſent down ſeveral Writs 
againſt the (aid Rodney for the mean Profics and Rents received by him, but could not 
get him arreſted thereon. | 
Whereupon, about the latter end of July z685, Mr. Anderſon defired the De- 
tendants, Strode and Pemberton, to gd down thither, and to get the Plaintiff Rodney 
arreſted, and to that purpoſe ſent a Writ by Pemberton, (againſt Mr. Rodny, ar the 

Suit of Mr. Curtes Truſtee for Mr. Anderſon) who took a VVarrant on the faid 

V Vrit, and repaired to Bury Pomeroy aforelaid, where the Plaintiff Rodny was taken 

by virtue thereof, by the Defendants: who fearing Rodny might be reſcued, for 

preventing thereof, gave out to the Rabble, that they had taken him as a Rebel, for 
being one of thoſe that were with the late Duke of Monmoxth in the late Rebellion, 

But on the firſt Arreſt, they acquainted Mr. Rodny himſelf, that they took him on the 

V Varrant at the Suit of Curtess, and ſo carried him to an Alehouſe in the ſame Pariſh 

where he was taken ; where Mr. Rodny ſent for an Attorny, who read the Y Varrant , 

and the Defendants offered to diſcharge him, if he would give but 200 !. Bail to the 

Action : which Rodny refuſed, and ſo was carried to Priſon by virtue of the ſaid VVar- 

rant, and for no other Cauſe whatſoever, and was in Priſon charged with nothing elſe, 

as appears by two of Mr. Rednys own Afﬀidavits, and by the Afﬀdavits of Mr. Pem- 
berton and Mr. Good the Goaler. = 
Notwithſtanding which Mr. Redny brought this Action againft the Defendants, for 
charging him to be a Rebel,andto have been with the late D.of Monmouth in the late Re- 
bellion. To which Action Strode and Pemberton jointly pleaded, Not Guilty : and Manning 


| ſuffered Judgment by Default; and upon Trial, in March 1685, one and the ſame Ju- 


ry found the Defendants, Strode and Pemberton, both equally Guilty, de premiſſis, yer aſ- 
ſels Damages againſt Strode to 1000 [. againſt Pemberton to 501. And on the Inquiry 
apainſt Manning aſſeſs Damages againſt him to 50 !. The Plaintiff Rodny, before Judg- 
ment, entred two Not proſequie's as to Pemberton and Manning, and took Judgment 
againſt Strode for the 1000 l. and 751. Coſts. V Vhich Judgment hath been affirmed 
in the Exchequer Chamber in Tiimity Term laſt; and on the Defendant's paying Mr. 
Rodny 120 l.in laſt Michaelmaſs Term, for a Ceſſat Executio to ſave his Bail, till he could _ 
bring his V Vrit of Error in Parliament : which V Vric he hath now brought, and it is 
now come here by VVric of Error. 

And the only Queſtions are, VVhether the Verdi& was at firſt Vicious ? and if it 
were, then whether a Nolt proſequi, as to the Defendants Pemberton and Manning, will 
make the Verdi& againſt Strode good ? 

The Plaintiff Rodny, on the Trial, never proved he was damnified one Peny. And 
if the Judgment be reverſed upon this Writ of Error, the Plantift Rodny hath another 
Adton of the Caſe now depending againſt the Defendant Strode, for the very ſame 
words as were given in Evidence againſt Strode on the firſt Trial, and for which the Jury 
gave the Plaintiff Rodny 10001.

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The Caſe of their Majefties Antient Publick Office of Aſſurance, for Making and Regiſtering of Policies of 
Aſſurance in the City of London. Humbly offered to the Right Honourable the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral in Parliament aſſembled. 


T has been an Uſage time out of mind amongſt Merchants when they have ſent out greater Adventures than they have 
been willing to run the Riſque of, to give a Premium to others for them to enſure ſuch part of the Goods as is agreed 
between them. Heretofore the Aſſured relied only on the Credit of the Aſſurers ; and if any Differences aroſe they 
were ufually determined by Merchants appointed ( for that purpoſe) by the Lord Mayor ; as it appears by the preamble 
of the Statute of the .43 E/iz. cap. 12. The Merchants of Lexydon being ſenſible that this manner of Trading by way of Af- 

ſurance was a very great Incouragement of Traffickers, but finding that there had been ſeveral Abuſes in it, they Petitioned 

Queen F/i:ibeth in the 17th year of her Reign to erect a Publick Office for the Regiſtering of Policies of Aſſurance ; and thereupon 

the Queen, by her Letters Patents, reciting, That it had been an Antient Cuſtom of Merchants in Lowb.:rd-/treet, and then in 

the Royal Exchange, to make Policies of Aſſurance, which were held in great Eſtimation in moſl Parts of Chriſtendom ; but at 
that time, for want of a due and orderly keeping of a Regiſter, Merchants had been abuſed by evil diſpoſed Perſons, who aſſured 
the ſame thing in ſundry Places. For prevention ot thoſe, and the like Abuſes, the Queen did appoint Richard Chandler,Maker and 

—_ of all Policies of Afſurance, and did provide and declare that all Policies made aſtcr rhe ſaid Grant by any other Perſon 

ihould be void. | 

This Patcne was only during Pleaſure, to make an Experiment of the Expediency or Inconveniences of it, 'The Office conti- 
nued under that Patent until the 30th year of Queen Elizabeth, and then the Queen reciting that her former Grant had been 
found greatly Beneficial, and taken good Effet, granted the ſaid Office to Richard Chandier, and one Richardſon, for their Lives. 
Some time after which, at the Solicitation of the Merchants, there was a Statute made (w/z. in the 43 of E/iz.) which not only 
takes notice and allows of the Office, but gives all manner of Incouragement to it, by erecting a Courc, and granring great Powers 
to the Commilljoners to enable them to give a quick and eaſy Recovery to the Inſured, when Loffes happen. After the death of 
Richardſon, and Chandler, .4:mo 7th. Fa. primi, this Office was granted to Giles and Walter Owerbary for their Lives, and after their 
Deaths for 31 years, the 3 Car. prim. it was granted to Richard Bogan for 31 years; and the 14 Cr. 2. there was another grant 
of it to Nich, and 7ho. Yee! for their Lives; both which laſt mentioned Patents were ſurrendered to the King the 12 April, 1665. 
and the Office was granted to Sir Alex Brodrics, and his Aſſigns, under whici1 grant the preient Patentee claims; in every one 
of theſe ſucceſſive Grants there is this Clauſe ( or to this Effect ) That every Policy of Afiurance, contratt or Aiſurance, Intima- 
tion, or Renunciation, that ſhall be made after the date of theſe Letters Patents, upon anv Ship, Goods, or Merchandize, or other 
the Premiſes, by any manner of Perſon or Perſons, within the Royal Exchange, or any other Place within the City of London, be- 
ing not made and regiſtered by Sir A/lex Brodrick, and his Aſſigns, Deputy or Deputies, ſhould be utterly void. 

'Tis obſervable, That this was not only a publick and known Office openly kept ever finc2 its firſt Erettion, but if that re- 
ſtrictive Clauſe were publickly taken notice of, as it appears in my Lord Cot?'s 12 Book ot Reports, Folio tx 17. And yet in the 212/ 
year of K. 7.zmes, or 1n the time of K. Charles the Firſt, when there was ſo great Enquiry after, and- means taken to ſuppreſs all 
Patents that tended to Monopolies, this Office was never touched nor looked upon to be fuch; nay, on the contrary,it has received 
not only the countenance of the Statute before-mentioned { 43 Fliz.cap.12. ) bur in the r.4h year of the Reign of Car. 2. after near 
109 vears Experience of the Benefit of it, the Parliament made an Additional AR to the former, giving the Court greater Powers 
than it had before ; and afterwards, in the AX for Rebuilding the City of London, the 19 Car. 2. *tis provided that Policies made 
in Greſham Houſe ( where the Office was kept for neceſlity upon that occaſion ) ſhould be as Authentick as Atſurances male in the 
Antient Office on the Royal Exchange. Which proves not only the Parliaments allowing and approving of the Othce, but ſhews 
that they thought ( as in the Grant expreſſes ) that Policies ought not to be made elſewhere, and were not of Force if not made 
there, for elfe there had been no need of that Proviſion. 

Now that this is an Office of great Benefit is certain. It will be for the Advantage of the King in his Revenue ; Firſt, by the 
Incouragement that the Security of dealing will give to Perſons to Trade. . 

By preventing the Shipping of, or tranſporting Counterband or Prohibited Goods, or the defrauding of the King of his Cuſtoms 
by Miſ-entries, to which private Offices give Incouragement, but a publick one would be a means to detect ſuch Deceits. 

The Benefit will be great both to the Aſſurers and Aſſured (to ſuch tis meant as deſign honeftly ) and that there may be Secu- 
rity to both on the Terms agreed on is the intent of the Policy. ; ; 

As to the Aſſarers, one very great Miſchief to them was, That Perſons would aſſure on Ships with different Perſons, and in dit- 
ferent Places, far beyond the Value of the Goods which they had on Board, and then with contederacy with the Maſter of the Ship 
the Ship ſhould be caſt away ſomewhere near Land, and thereby the aſſured be great Gainers, by their Recovery againſt all the ſe- 
veral Perſons, of which there are many and frequent Inſtances. - Which Fraud would be cafily deteted in a publick Office, were 
the whole that every Man Afſures upon one Ship may be known to the Aſſured ( for whoſe Benefit the ſeveral Acts were chiefly 
made) It will be of great Advantage; for tis an uſual thing for Aſſurers to ſubſcribe Policies for far greater Sums, than ( if Loſſes 
happen ) they are capable of anſwering. This will in a great meaſure be prevented by being viſible in the Office how far the 
Perſon with whom they are treating has under- written, by which they may make a Judgment whether they dealt fafely or not. 

The ordinary and loweſt Rate then currant as a Premium will be known, and fo no one need be ſurpriſed into the giving Ex 
travagant, or more than the Common Rates then currant. | 

The Entry of the Policies in the Regiſtry will be good Evidence ſhould the Policies themſelves be loſt. 

There is likewiſe great Advantages to the Aſſured in the Recovery of their Moneys, by the Power the Commithoners have to 
Examine Witneſſes beyond Sea, and the ſpeedy Courſe that is taken by the Court in their Proceedings, the Statute appointing Courts 
to be kept weekly ; which is of great uſe where Sea-faring Men are generally the Witneſſes, who cannot attend the tedious Proceed- 
ings of Common Law, being required to Sea again before a Tryal be had. 

That in many Caſes where Inſurances have been made in private Offices, and Lofles happen thereon, the Aſſured have been for- 
ced to take of the Aſſurers what they pleaſe to give them ; a half, or leſs part of their due, by reaſon of the defeX of the Poli- 
cies ; as in the Caſe of one Captain Saye, where the Policy being imperfe&t the Loſs could not be recovered. 

By the Cuſtom of Merchants no Man can recover a Loſs till he have firſt renounced his Intereſt to the Afſurer ; and there is 
no Place where a Renunciation can be legally taken, but in the publick Office of Aſſurance ; and the Office of Aſſurance can take 
no Renunciation bur of ſuch Policies as are there Regiſtred, and that before notice of the Loſs. Therefore the Aſſurers would be 
glad the publick Office were diſcharged, having this Advantage againſt the Aſſured. wy 
: _— - mn abroad where any Inſurances are made, there is no Office for making Policies of Aſſurance but what is allowed 

y publick Authority. . 
To Office is Authoriſed by the Prerogative of the Crown, andis by Statute Law made a Branch of,and ſubject to the High Court 
ot Chancery. 


The Lord BRUCE and the Lady ELIZABETH BRUCE his White,

OME perſons out of a worthy intent, deſired that an Application by way cf 
Reterence might be made to my Lady Elxabeth Bruce's Mother the Ducheſs of 
Beaufort, who oppoſes every individual Article of the Bill her reaſons for it yet 
unknown. | 

An Application was made, and four days ſpent in it, two or three Meetings each day ap- 
pointed and put oft to their great prejudice. 

The Lord Bruce came to this fair Progadilan, That he would refer the whole buſineſs to 
any one perſon ſhe would name, and to ſtand to his Award whatever it was. = 

Ac the end of four days the Ducheſs of Beaufort was waited upon by the Lord Bruce and 
his Referee, the ſeveral particulars of the Bill were Read, a general Object:on to them all, 
with no other anſwer but Sic Yolo fic Fubeo. 

Not any one particular of the Bill is of any advantage to the Lord Bruce, but only to rectifie 
ſome omiſſions and make ſome alterations in an agreement made laſt year, which was conſented 
to moſt unwillingly by the Lord Bruce and his Lady, being compelled thereunto, by reaſon of 
the great and uncontroulable power the Ducheſs of Beaufort had over the Eſtate, occaſioned by 
Settlements many years ſince at her former Marriage , and by ſome obtained Settlements 
at the Lady El:abeth Bruce's Marriage ; which were moſt unwillingly conſented to, it being 
thought very hard to be impoſed on to ſettle half her Eſtate on her Brother the Earl of Worceſter, 
who was but of the halt Blood , in caſe ſhe had no Children, which contingency 1s the only 
reaſon this unreaſonable oppoſition is made , although it be pretended it is done for the good 
of the Children , the Father and Mother being conceived to be perſons who wholly ſtudy the 
ruine-of thein. 

There is a Debt of 15000 /. which remains as yet unpaid, or moſt part of it, which is acknow- 
ledged to be a Debt contracted for the payment of the Debts and Annuities the Eſtate was charged 
with before the Marriage, this they ſay muſt be paid before any part ſhall be applied to the 
Lord Bruce's uſe, contrary to a promiſe which can be made upon Oath, that a certain yearly 
allowance ſhould be conſented to , until the debt was paid , but becauſe it was not under Hand 
and Seal, it 1s thought not binding although a firm promiſe , it being nine years ſince the 
Marriage, and during the whole time not one Fanbing of that Eſtate has been applied to any 
uſe but paying the Debts, <c. of fobn late Duke of Somerſet ; and the Lord Bruce has disburſed 
-of his own proper Mony above 4200 /. for the fame uſe, which is denied to be paid, and took 
up afrer above 2 0200 /. more at one time on his own ſecurity, to free the Eſtate from the Debts 
and Legacies, and by conſequence many Law Suits which were commenced for the ſame, and 
every part of it 1s Confeſled to be applied its to uſe; and yet they refuſe to have the ſaid Debt 


-2arged on the Eſtate, as alſo to allow the Intereſt thereof: Which unheard of Proceedings, the

Firſt, | HE Aulnager was art Antient Officer of the Crown, as appears by Magna 'Charta, and other Statutes; and his Buſineſs was to Mea- 
ſure between the. Buyer and Seller ; and by the 27 Edw. 3. Cap. 4. his Fee is aſcertain'd to a Half- Penny for a whole Cloath, and a 
Farthing on half a Cloath : But the Sub/fidy which is Four Pence on a Broad Cloath, and ſo proportiorably on all ;*Woollen Manufac- 
tures was, by other Statutes, given the Crown in Lieu of Antient Cuſtoms the Kings of England had on Wool Exported, as appears 
by Records, and in the 2. part of Cooks Inſtitutes, Fol. 60. and not for any Office to be performed by the Aulnager, as is moſt falſely ſuggeſted ; 
and altho' by the Statute of 5 & 6 Edw. 6. Cap. 6. and other Statutes, the Office of the Aulnager is transferred to Searchers and Overſeers, to be 
appointed by every County and City, with a Fee of 7wo Pence a Cloath, for their pains: Yet by thoſe Statutes the Aulnagers Fee is reſerved and 
made part of the Revenue : And theſe Revenues ( with the moiety of Forfeitures ) have been Let to Farm above two hundred Years, by virtue of the 
Statute of the 17 Edw. 4. Cap. 5. which enables the King to let the ſame to Farm: And the Seal now uſed (which they would inſinuate ro ſignifie No- 
thing) is not the Seal of the Aulnager, which was heretofore a Seal of Content ; tor his power is taken away by the beforementioned Statutes ; but 
the Seal of the Colleor of the Subſidy mentioned in the Statute 27 Edw. 3. Cap. 4. and ſignifies only the Receit of-the Duties ; and the Forfeitures 
is not for want of the Aulnagers Seal, but the Seal of the Colle&or of the Subſidy. 

Secondly, The Dutcheſs of Richmond hath 2000. 1. per Amum out of the profits, ſecured by her Marriage-ſettlement, and by Decree in Chazcery for 
7600 1. (by her paid for the over-plus above her Joynture, and rent to the Crown to the Exccutors of the Duke) is a purchaſer for valuable conlide- 
ration of the remainder of a term of Sixty Years to come, purchaſed from the Crown by the late Duke her Husband in 1664. under the Rerit of 
997 1. 2.5. to which Rent the ſame had been reduced by Fines, and other conſiderations given the Crown, and of a ſurrender of a former Leaſe for 
60. Years made by King Fames I. to Lodowick Duke of Richmond for valuable Conſiderations. 

Thirdly, The preſent Farmers, for Nine Thouſand Pounds Fine, are Purchaſers from the Dutcheſs, and her Truſtees, of the ſame Duties, for 7wenty: 
One Tears, from 1682. under the yearly Rent of 31381. The Reaſon of which Low - Rent, was, That moſt of the chief Counties, As Tork, L:yc.r- 
fter, Glouceſter, Norfolk, Sc. were out in Leaſe for diverſe years then to come ; and that the Farmers muft expend great Sums cf Money, be- 
fore they could Repay themſelves any thing (as in Truth they did): The .reſidue of the Term teing Twenty - Two Tears remaining {lil foicly in 
the Dutcheſs, under the ſaid Rent to the Crown. . 

Theſe Three Rights appearing thus to be as legally and well veſted reſpeQively, as any mans Eſtate in Erg/and, and that under the ſecurity of 
the ſaid Act of Parliament, cnabling the King to grant the ſame, to Farm ; Thc Profecutors of the Bill will not appear Barc-taced to pray thera to 
be deſtroyed: But as by the Title of the Bill appears, they call it only, 4 B44 to Transfer the Duties to the Cuſtom: Houſe, and to give a Recompence

for the ſame to the Crown. By which very Title of the Bill they Diſcover themſelves ; for if it were only to be Transtcrred, and not Lectlened, or 


taken Away, What necd a Recompence for the ſame 2 


But to Shew that this Bill is not a ſufficient Recompence ; 


Firſt, Not to the Crown, for it takes away the ſaid Rent to the Crown, and gives nothing in Lien thereof. 

Secondly, Nor to the Dutcheſs: For the Bill does Impole little or no Vuty on the Commodities Exported, more than they now pay, but ſome of 
them conlidcrably Lels, as by the particulars of the Duties now payable, compared with the Bill appears. 

Thirdly, It Diſcharges all the Commodities conſumed at Home abſolutely from theſe Duties, which by Law the Makers are now to pay, and gives 
a Duty ro be paid by the Merchant, only on the goods Exported, which in the times of Peace, and beſt Trade, were never above a Third part 
of the Woollen Manufacture made in the Kingdom ; and not only in time of War muſt be far Lets, but alſo by the Increaſe and Improvement of 
Woollen ManuiaQtures in Forreign parts, the Exportation mult yearly Decreaſe. This, and the former Reaſons, are Demonſtrations, That what the 
Bil! gives, muſt fall Short greatly above Two parts of the true Value, beſides the Uncertainties. 

The Proſecutors of the Bill would ſupply 1his by pretence, that the Expences ot Collecting arc now great, anc will te ſaved by the Mctho 
of the Bill : Whereas they well know, that the Charge at the Cu/fom-Fonſe, will be very great : But if they intend it ſhould Depend upon the 
Colletion of the Cuſtoms, and by the Cuſtom-Houſe-Officers without Charge, there is no ſuch provition mace by the'Bill, nor whar Officers 
ſhall! Collect and Account for it, nor can it be expectcd that ever a juſt Care or Account can be had from Officers without an Allowance ; 
and its hoped, they would not have an Eſtate of Inheritance depend upon what are but Temporary (as the Cuſtoms are); for thouldl they Ccale tive 
times the Value of theſe Dutics upon exportation would not pay for the ColleCting. 

Two Bills of the fame kind, have been brought before Your Lordſhips, but Your Lordſhips did not think fit to paſs either of them, and the ſame

The Marriage took effe&t, and the Portion was paid; and the Jate Earl, to enable himſelf to make ſuch Settlement , employs 
Mr. Rider and Mr. Negus, his own Servants, to get a Fine and Recovery, levied and ſuffered at the Gzand Seſſions held in Gla- 
morgan-ſhire in April 1675.

HAT the Reſpondent Amre was the Daughter of Sir William Caley, Baronet, and was about 1667. Married to Mr. Chriſtopher 7ewley, 
_ of Tork Draper, who was then a Widower, and about the Age of Fifty years,and the Reſpondant Anne was then ot about the Age 
of Twenty years. ; | | 

That there having been ſeveral Treaties concerning the ſaid Marriage (before the fame was had) : At length it was concluded and 
agreed upon between the ſaid Chrifopher Hewley and the Relations of the Reſpondant Ame, That in conſideration of the faid then inten- 
ded Marriage, and of the Portion which the Reſpondant Ame was to have, (and which afterwards the faid Chriſtopher FZewley had and recciyed) the 
faid Chriſtopher Hewley was to ſettle upon her(tor her Joynture, and in fatisfa&ion of her Dower) Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments of the clear 

Yearly value of One hundred and Thirty Pounds for her Life (in caſe the Marriage took effe& , and ſhe ſurvived him.) Which Agreement 
was reduced into Articles under Hand and Seal.

The Appealantg Dorothy ar:d Anne, and no more Children, and 
aces But the ſaid Mr. Zewley (betore his Deceale) duly made and publiſhed his laſt Will and Teſtament in Writing,) Dated 
the Seventh of AugaFfF 1670.) Wherein be mentions and expreſles the reſpetive Annual Values of the Premiſles to be (in all) One hundred and thirty 
Pounds per Annum, and that he had before that time ſettled and Eſtated all the faid Premifſes on the Reſpondant Arne for her Joynture, which thovgh 
there had bcen no ſuch Settlement made, had been a good Bequelt at leaſt in Conſcience, and gave ſeveral Legacies... And the reſidue of his Goods, 
Chattcls, and Perſonal Eſtate (after his Debts, Legacies, and Funerals paid and diſcharged) he thereby gave to the Reſpondant- Arne whom he made his 
Sole Executrix 3 and after his Death ſhe proved his Will, and paid his Debts and Legacies, and afterwards the Reſpondants Intermarricd. 

That ever after Mr. Hewley's Death the Joynture-Lands were quietly enjoyed until the now Appealant was inſtigated to give the Refpondants diture 
bance by bringing Eje&ments at Law for reco cry of a Moicty of the Joynture-Lands, as ſhe vas the one of Mr. Fewley's Daughters and Co: Heirs,np- 
on ſuppoſition, that no ſuch Will was made, or that the ſaid Chriſtopher Hewly was Non compas Mentis, when he made it. To and in which Suites ar 
Law the Appealant was the more encouraged, for that either ſhe or ſome tor her had the taid Marriage-Articles, and Joynture-Decds, or well knew 
that they were loſt, or that the Reſpondants had not the ſame nor could produce them, for relief againſt which Suits at Law, and to have the pol: 
ſcſſion of the Reſpondant Anne Joynture ſettled, the now Reſpondants Exhibited their Bill into the Honourable Court of Chaxcery. 

Tn which Suit in Chancery it was ſo far proccded, That the Cauſe was Heard the Two and Twentieth day of November 1689. And then ſolemnly 
debated by Counſel on both ſides, and it was there then Decreed, that the now Reſpondant ne ſhould hold and enjoy her ſaid Joynture-Lands 
tor her Lite, but not to commit Waſt, Which Decrce is ſigned and inrolled. That, albeit the Reſpondant Anne was in no wile obiiged thereunto, 
ſhe ( freely and voluntarily ) gave and ſecured to the Appealant and her Siſter Five hundred pound, to be paid to them reſpeCtively in Moieties at 
their reſpe&ive Ages of Twenty one years or days of Marriage, which will be paid accordingly, and though the Reſpondants expectcd to have 
had an Allowance out of the ſame for the Maintenance and Education of the ſaid Daughters ( as tor ſo much as rhe Revenues of their other Lands 
and Eſtate would not extend to fatisfie ) Yet ( by a late Decree in the ſaid Court of Chancery) they are not to have any other Allowance for ſuch 
their ſatisfaftion, than what hath been raiſed out of the Revenues of the ſaid other Lands, whereby the Reſpondants will be great loſers, they hav- 
ing for many years with great Care and Tendernelſs (and at conſiderable Charges and Expence) Maintained and Educated the Appealant (till ſhe was 
perſwaded to leave them) and her Siſter. : 

That the validity of Mr. ZHewley's ſaid Will and his being of ſane Memory, hath been already judicially determined by proving the ſame in 
the Court Ecclefiaſtical, as alſo in a Tryal at the Common-Law, where as well the due Making, and Publiſhing of the faid Will, as the ſaid 
Mr. Hewley's Sanity of mind at the making thereof, were particularly inſiſted upon and controverted, and the Will, and the Teſtators Sanity of mind 
( by ſufficient Evidence) proved, and albeit ( at the faid Tryal at Law) a Special Verdi& was found; yet therein the faid Will was admutted.

The Clayſe whereby the King granted Precedence to Earl William, and his Heirs Males, beyond what he would have had by his Arciency, and the Date 
of his Patent, did firſt occaſion the Queſtion touching the enjoyment of his Honour, which perhaps had never been otherwiſe queſtioned at all. But ad- 
mitting the Law therein to be one way or other, the Honour of the Ezr/dom is indubitably deſcended on CHARLES the now Earl of Banbury.

5- The Law doth ſo much favour Legitirmation of I/ſue, That if a Baſtard, aftually born out of 1dlock, became ſeized of an Inkeritance, and a De- 
ſcent thereof to be caſt on his Ize, even the Right of the Lawful Heir, or Mylier ( as the Law Terms it ) is thereby 6arr'd, and therein that 
Deſcent, from a mans Iſxe though Illegitimrate, doth differ from others.

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HE Judges all agreed that the Limitation to Charles Howard was a void Limication of the Truſt; and that the Bill ought to be diſiniſſed, 
grounding their opinions on the following Reaſons. : | 


1. All the Truſt of the whole Term was veſted in Henry by the Limitation of it to him and the Heirs Males of kisBody, which in Law 
is a on of the whole Intereſt : ſuch a Truſt being indeed greater in its nature, than a Term of years is capable of, in regard it cannot 
goto Heirs Males, but therefore hath been often reſolved to contain the whole Intereſt. And where a term for years is under ſuch a Limi- 
tation that will admit no Remainder, there can be no Contingent Remainder limited of ſuch a Term ; and to make that Limitation which could not be 
effetual by the Rules of Law, as a Remainder to take effe& by calling it a ſpringing uſe, is but a Quibble too light to have the countenance of the Law. 


2. It's contrary to the Rules of Law, to limit an Intereſt either in Law or Equity of a Term, to take effe& after any ones dying without Ifſue of his 
Body, and of a dangerous Conſequence; for it would tend to make Perpetuities and fetter Eſtates: inaſmuch as it is allowed of all hands, that if there can 
be uch a Limitation by Law, allowed after a dying without Ifſue Male, there is no poſlibility of docking or deſtroying the Intereſts that are under ſuch 
Limitations ; fo that ſuch Eſtates can never be fold or parted with, no Recoveries reaching them, nor no Method in the Law nor poſſibility to do it, which 
would make Eſtates ſtagnate in a Family, and diſcourage all Ingenuity and Induſtry, which the Law PR abhors——And this the Lord Chancellor

4. It's agreed on all hands that there is the ſame reaſon and ground of allowing Limitations of terms for years at Law, as there is for allowing Limita- 
tions of truſts of terms for years in Equity and no other : Now there hath never heen any Judgment that the Limitation of a Term to one, after anothers 
dying without Ifſuc was good—It hath been often endeavoured, and (if it could have gained the Precedent of ſuch a ſolemn Reſolution) would no doubr 
of it, be too often practiced. Bur it hath always been diſallowed, and many Judgments againſt it—  Leventhorp and Aſhby Paſe. 11 Car. 1. in B. Reg. Rolles

And Chi/4 and Bay/cy's Caſe Trin. 15. Fac. Ret. 183. in Banc. Reg. which is a Judgment in the very Point——lliam Heath being poſleſſed of a term tor

and though the Judges would not allow a Limitation of it over after a dying without Iflue ; but he ſaw no Reaſon why it 
might not be allowed after a dying without Ifſue in ſuch a ones Lite; for that is but equal to a Limitation after a Lite. 


Then the Lord Chancellor ſeeks to evade the Caſe of Chi/d and Baylie, by making ſeveral diſtin&tions between that and 
the Caſe in queſtion, which it's plain that he himſelf look'd upon bur as trivolous, and ſaw there was no real difference be- 
tween them ; and therefore to tortitie his own Reſolution, he is driven at laſt in plain downright terms to deny it to be 
Law, calling it a ſingle Reſolution, that never had any like it betore or ſince. | 


And he oppoſes to this Reſolution in Chi/d and Baylie's Caſe, two other Caſes ; the one of Heath and Cotton, ( which is 
nothing to the purpoſe, there being no Limitation atter a dying without Iflue, but only after a Death ) the other of 00d 
and Sanders ;, where a Term is limited to the Father for his Life ; then co che Mother for hers; then if cb» ſurvive his Fa- 
ther and Mother, to him ; and if hedie in their Lives, and leave Iflue, to his Ifſue ; if he die withour Iflue in their Lives 
time, _ to Edward his Brother ; he died in their Lives time without Itlue, and holdeth that the Limitation to Edward 
was good. 


Nevertheleſs the Lord Chancellor made ſuch a Decree, That Charles ſhould hold the Land during the reiidue of the term ; urging further for his ſodoing, 
th-* it was the Will of Hen. Frederick, Father of the Plaintiff and Defendant, who was owner of the Eſtare; and therefore that it was equitable and juſt ro

There being afterwards a Bill of Review brought upon this Decree, before the now Lord Keeper ; and his Lordſhip finding the ſaid Decree grounded up- 
on great Miſtakes, and likely to be a ground it ſelf of great Inconveniency, did reverſe the ſaid Decree, as being erroneous, and againſt Law, and dit-

which Information was to the ſame effe&@ as the former, and after another long and tedious Suit, upon the very ſame proofs as in 
the former Suit obtained a Decree, which upon a re-hearing was Ikewife confirmed, and the now Appealants V7z/!;am Ing, Thomas 
Eyre, Henry Balgay, &c. were all ſerved with Privy Seals out of the Dutchy Court hut did not-appear, but ſtood in contempr rill after 
the Decree upon the ſaid laſt mentioned Information wherein they were na:ned parties, knowing the Kings evidence, whereby 
they might prepare croſe Interrogatories thereby to puſſel the Kings aged Wirnetles, and likewiſe counter prove their Teſtimonies 
by the help of leading Interrogatories, then came and prayed that they might be heard. Whereupon a Third Information was 
exhibited againſt them, and aſter ſeveral hearings obtained a Decree tor the Kings Moyety within the Towris of Hope, Bradwe/, and 
Wormhill, which Decree laſt mentioned upon re-hearing was confirmed ; Theſe Three Towns which now Complain are the beſt 
Land, and did lie in moſt of the ſpoyle of the Deer, would have all thoſe Towns as Bowden, Middle-cale, Bellor, Shalcroſs, which 
are very Barren and Boggy Land to be bound by the Agreement, and theirs being the beſt Land to be unconcerned, and would after 
Forty ſix Years, the Deer being deſtroyed as aforeſaid in execution of the faid Agreernent on the Kings part, and the King having 
performed His part of the ſaid Agreement, and fo ingproof they endeavour to compel His Majeſty to try this Agreement at Law 
made Forty ſix Years ſince, and by ſuch Tryal upon an improvement deſign to overthrow the faid Decrce ſo ſolemnly made in a 
matter properly examinable and determinable in Equity, in the ſaid Court of Dutchy, being the Kings Court of Revenue as well as 
a Court of Equity, having proper Juriſdiftion of the ſaid Cauſe, and having fo deliberately heard and determined the fame. And by 
the King and Queens Prerogative they may try their Cauſe in what Court they pleaſe, and not be preſcribed to their Court or the

that they had not ſufficient Common lett, and no reaſon tor another Improvement now, and did ſet torth, that divers great parcels of 
Land to a conſiderable Yearly value were improved (vzz.) Chenly or Maidſtone Feild, Shellfe, Comes and Twarden. 

And all the Defendants to the Information againſt Chappel in /z Frith, Mellar, Shalcroſs, Fairfield, Fernaly, Caſtleton, Hope, Brad 
well, Wormbhill, did by thcir Anſwers uſe the None Argument tor themſelves, and faid that the Campargy, and all the Woodlands, the : 
over end, and Green Fairfield were taken'from them, and ſo no Surplus of Common nor fufficient left tor their Cattle. 

The Defendants to all the faid Informations have uſed the fame Argument as atoreſaid, and ſo overlook the conſideration of the 
Kings deſtroying His Forreſt, as not valuable to them, and their incloſed Lands freed irom the Forreſt Laws, as not conſiderable.

HE Caſe in the firſt Paragraph of it;tells us a pretty Story of the Original cauſe of Erecting the Court in the Marches,of which, I muſt needs admit, that there is no 
doubt of it,(as the Author is fond to have the World believe,) bur thar it is the happy Invention of his own ſoft Brain, for I am ſure the thing is not (© of his own 
knowledge, for he was not then born, neither doth he cite any Author from whence he received his Information. 

It tells us alſo, that the Court never held any Pleas in any Civil Actions, until after the EreCting of the Court of Star-Chamber. | 

This Information leaves us as much in the dark, as to the time when the Courr firſt held Pleas in Civil Actions, as if he had ſaid nothing ; for to tel! 
us that the Court never held Pleas in Civil Actions, until after the ere&ing of the Court of Star-Chamber, and not to tell us when the Court of Star-Chamber 
was erected, T am ſure is no Welſh way of Demonſtration, where-ever our Author learned ic, my Country-men being generally more Ingenious. 

My Author tells me, that Wales (which was once all that Tra&t of Ground on che Weſt fide of Severze) was a ſeparate Kingdom from England for many Generations, and

As to the Sufficiency of the Court of Great Seſſions, I ſhall for Brevity ſake mention but one Inſtance of irs Inſufficiency, and that is this, that if either Party in a Suir, be a Man 
of Intereſt in the County where the Suit is Commenc'd, and by that means may influence the Jury ; there is not thar remedy in the Court of Great Seflions againſt that Milchief, that 
is 10 other Courts; there being nothing more common or neceiſary, than upon Intimartion of any ſuch thing in Wefminfer, to order the Cauſe to be try d in another indifferent 
County, bur the Court of Great-Szifions cannot order a Tryal in another County, without both Parties conſent ; fo that there is 2 manifeſt failer of Juſtice in the Great-Sethions in 
ſuch caſes, for want of Power to prevent Caules being try'd by Partial and Influenced Juries, which is a worſe milchief than the Arbitrarinels charged upon the Cor-* in the 
Marches, by tr ing Cauſes by Witneſles and indifferent Judges; and this brings me to the next thing obſervable, v2. 

As tothe Arbitrarinets of the Court, which is Aſſigned in this, that Damages in Caſes wherein Damages are uncertain, are Aſſeſſed by the Judges without Jury, concrary to the 
Great Charter, the Laws and Birth-right of the Subject. | ; 

As to which I muſt take notice, thac there is a great difference between Jury-men in theſe days, and when the Great Charter was made, there are more Errors crept in among 
J ury-men, than into this Court; there is Bribery and Embracery, and Favour now got into Juries; and it is we only in England that are fond of chis ſort of Tryal, the greateſt parc 
of tie known World, that are govern'd by the Civil Law, try all by Witnefles and Judges without Jury, and you may find in Forteſcue cap. 31. that Prince Henry, afterwards Henry 
the Sixth, argues ſtrongly, that this ſort of Tryal by Witneſles and Judges, is the only trial agreeable co the Law of God: but beſides, the Statute of 34. and 35. H.8. which is later 
than the Great Charter, gives Power to the Preſideat and Council in the Marches, co determine according to their Diſcretion, ſuch Caules as ſhall be Afligned them by the King 3 
and how can any man with reaſon think, that ſuch Learned and Worthy Men, and Men of Eſtates, as are and have been Judges in the Marches of Watzs, ſhould be corrupted in tach 
ſmall Matters as are Tried there? But if the T ryal by Juries will better pleaſe, why may not the Court in the Marches have Power to Summon Juries out of the Town of Lalor, 
or rs api RO mans where all Trantitory Actions ariſing in Wales may be tried, as well as Tranſfitory Actions arifing in any part of Ezgland, may be tried at Guia hail

As to the charge of the Inhabitants of IVales, being ſubje&t to the Juriſdiction of the Courts of IW:fmrinfer; and this Court of the Marches; I anfiver, that it is well known there 
are but four Courts that Propter Eminentiam, are called the Courts of W:ftminfter, wiz. the Chancery, the Kines-Bench, the Gommon-Pleas, and the Exchequer, The Chancery and 
Exchequer doeach confiſt of an Equity part and Common-Law part, the Equity parts are boundle(s, as to the Extent of their Juriſdiction, bur neirher they, by their Common-Law 
Juriſdiction, nor the K:ngs- Bench nor Gommon-Pleas, have really and truly any Juriſdiction that extends into Wales, unleſs in ſuch Caſes wherein the King is a Party, and thar by 
vertue of his Prerogative; nor do thoſe Courts ever Iſſue out any Proceſs either Mean or Judicial into Wales, but when the King is concerned. _ But true it is, the Ofhcers in the 
Office of Pleas in the Exchequer, -do make it their daily Practice to ſend out a Y Minus to Arreſt in Wales, but how is that done? Ir is for the moſt part by colour ot a falſe 
Suggeſtion, that the Plantiff is a Debtor to the King, who for want of Right againſt the Defendent, is leſs able to pay the King 3 ſo that if the Inhabitants of i ales be ſubject to the 
Courts of Weftminſter,in any caſe wherein the King is not concerned,they are not legally ſo,but are made fo by a Trick and falſe Suggeſtion only, which I conceive ft to be prevented, 
and ic were but Modeſty in the Auchor of the Cale, to forbear calling a Court unneceſſary, fo long as it hath the Confirmation of an Act of Parliament as this hath. 

And whereas the Caſe ſays, That the Subjects of Wales, by keeping up this Court, are debarred from an Union with Exeland, to me it is not diſcernable, any more than the 
Counties Palatine having Jura Regalia and an exempt Juriſdiction from ePminfter. Hall within themſelves, hinders their Union with the reſt of Exglazd; and until the Author of 
the Caſe demonſtrates this more clearly, I muſt be till of the ſame opinion I was before, that the Caſe is made up of nothing but Miſtakes. ; 

Regulation is very neceſſary ſometimes, and I conceive the greateſt defect in the Court, is want of a more ample Juriſdiction, and the beſt thing I humbly conceive that could be 
done for Adminiſtration of Juſtice in Wales, is to give the Pretident and Council in the Marches, as large and ample a Juriſdiction as to Wales, as Weſtminſter-hal hath as to England, 
and inſtead of the Great Seſſions, let Cauſes be tried in the Welſh Counties by N+fi Prim from Ludlow, as they are in the Englith Counties by V:fs Pris from Weſtminſter ; and let 
nothing out of Wales come to Weftminſer, but by Writ of Error or Appeal, and this will noc only be a great Advantage to Wales, by having Juſtice Adminiſtred near home,

and if any Animoſities ſhall ariſe, as we hope in God there will not, We will ſhow the ſerereſt effects Our Royal Diſpleaſure againſt the Beginners or Fom<nters thereof; 
Secing thereby Our Subjects may be derpived of this general Eaſe and Satisfaction we intend to all of them, Whoſe Happineſs, Profpirity, Wealth and Safety, is fo much

The CASE of Sir Robert Cleark, 
In an Appeal againſt Henry Serle, | Eſquire. A 


IR John Berkenhead died ſeized in Fee of four ſix parts of Little Lincolns-Inn-Fields, and poſſeſſed of another ſixth part, for the remainder of Nine- 
ty-nine Years (The other ſixth part was bought of Sir William Hooker) and of a perſonal Eſtate in Books and other Goods. And by his Will in 
December 1679. gave all his Lands to Rupert and Randolph Berkenhead, to perform his Will; which if they did not in ſix Months, he then gave 
his Eſtate to his Executors, Sir Richard Maſon and Serjeant Brampſton, for the uſes aforeſaid. 

Dr. Birkhead, a Creditor of Sir Fohn Berkenheads, being acquainted with the Plaintiff, Sir Robert Cleark, told him, That he believed there might 
be a very advantageous bargain bought of the ſaid Fields; and Sir Robert Cleark being next Chamber-Fellow in Lincolns-Inn to Mr. Serle, and 
well acquainted, told him of the ſaid bargain; who earneſtly deſired, that he might be admitted a ſharer with them in the faid Purchaſe ; to 
which Sir Robert (believing him to be an honeſt man) conſented, and ſo did the Door upon Sir Robert's Requelt. 

They proceeded in a joynt deſign. of Purchaſing. And the 7th. of Fanuary 1679. they made an Agreement in Writing with Rzpert and Randolph 
Berkenhead, for Sir John's Real and Perſonal Eſtate, which was to this Effect : That they ſhould fatisfie Sir John's Debts and Legacies, according to his Will, and to pay 
6.42 /. to Rupert, and 6001. to Randolph Berkenhead. | | 

The 13th. January 1679. Rupert and Randolph, in conſideration of 1200 /. Execute a Conveyance of the Fields to Mr. Ser/e, and his Heirs; for which, Sir Robert Cleark 
became joyntly bound with Mr. Ser/e, to pay each of them 6001. a piece at the end of three Months, with Intereſt ; and of the remaining 4x /. to Rupert, Sir Robert 
paid down Ejghteex Guinues, and Mr. Serle the reſt, ; ; 

The 16th. Fanuary 1679. Mr. Serle Executes a Conveyance under his Hand and Seal, to Sir Robert Cleark, reciting the Deed before made to him of the aid Ficl!s; and 
declaring, That it was in Truſt for Sir Robert Cleark and his Heirs, as to one third part thereof, he paying 3 third part of the purchaſe Money ; and of all the Debts, charges 
and incumbrances thereon. And at the ſame time, Executes the like Conveyance to Dr. Birkhead, for another third part ; upon the Sealing of which, the Doctor ga\ c 
upa Bond of 5007. (being a Debt of Sir John Berkenhead's) to be Cancelled, and entred into another of 1000 /. ro Mr. Ser/e, to pay the remainder of his third ſhare ot the 
Purchaſe Money. : 

February, 2 1th. 1679, Fora further Confirmation of the former Agreement made with Fupert and Randolph Berkenhead ; The two Executors, Sir Richard Maſcn and Scricant 
naBmpſten, make a Bill of Sale of all the peronal Eſtate to Sir Robert Cleark and Mr. Serle; who thereupon became joyntly bound to Mr. Buily, for the payment of 2c /. 

arto Sir Henry Bernard for 250 1. to pay the Debts of the Will. 

T dhe 6th. of March, 1679. Dr. Birkhead d:livers up his Deed of Truſt for the Equall benefit of Sir Rofert and Mr. Serle; and thereupon they became joyntly Lound to pay 

him 5097. with Intereſt (which Sir Robert has Since paid.) n TE 

The 13th. of March 1679. for a further Coroboration of their Title to the Fields, The two Executors, and Rupert and Randolph Berienkead, all joyn in a Conveyance of 
the Ficlds to Mr. Serle and his Heirs. (The Eſtate being Conveyed to him at firſt.) And at this time, Mr. Serle (it ſeems) deſigning ſome Advantage thereby, told Sir Refer, 
That he need not joyn in the Bonds to the Berkenheads as before; for that he was bound for Money enough already, till the Eltate in Law was conveyed to him; and 
that he would perſwade the Berkenheads to take his ſingle Bond, which they did accordingly ; and the tormer Bonds were delivered up. 

Sir Robert Cleark about three Years after ſells his Moyety of the faid Fields to Dr. Baron tor 3o0c/l. of which 2cc07. was paid down, the other 1000 4 was tole pail 
upon Sir Roberts Executing a legat Conveyance to the DoQor, his Heirs or Aſſignes. | 

Sir Robert, that he might pertect his Agreement with the DoCtor, deſires Mr. Ser/e to Convey to him the Moycty of the Fields: Which he refuſing to do, he brought 
his Bill before the Right Honourable t1e Lord Feeper ; who, upon hearing the Cauſe, thought fit to decree, That he thould have a Moycty of the Perſonal Eltate ; bur 
did not decree him his Share of the Fields ; for the reaſon (as he humbly conceives) that he believed, that Sir Robert waved his Intereſt, and-promiſed to deliver up 115 
Deed ; and the chief proof of this Evidence, is from what Samuel Ogle, the Servant of Mr. Serle, and Randolph Berkenhead Swears ; which are to this Effect : | 

Oz/e Swears, That the Declaration of Truſt, which he drew by the Order of bis Maſter, Mr. Serle, was delivered upon this Condition; That Sir Robert fhou!d pay al! his Share © 

his Purchaſe-Money, when the Executors ſhould joyn in a Conveyance of the ſaid Fields : 4nd if he did not, he was to deliver it up ; and it was to be woyd. 

That he gave Sir Rolert Cleark Notice ſometime before the Executors ſeal 'd the Conveyance ; and that Sir Robert Clecark was preſent” at the Executing of the C CHUCYANCES, 

and at that time he did not pay his Purchaſe-oney ;. but ſome time after waved his Intereſt in the Fields, and promiſed to deliver up the Deed of Truſt. 

All which Sir Rehert Cleark hath, in Two Anfivers, upon his Oath, denyed ; and how improbable it is to be true, which he ſivears, will appear by theſe CircumNances 

{. There could be then no fuch Condition as Oz/e {wears : That is, That Sir Robert ſhould pay his Money when the Executors ſhould joyn : For they had not then Agrecd 
with the Executors; and therefore could not tell, whether they would joyn, or no. They were then no ways obliged to do it ; and it was not neceſſary, the Title being 
Good withour. | | 

IT. It is not probable, there was ſuch a Condition annexed ; for Og/e fears it, that drew the Decd ; and had ir been true, mightas well have put it into the Deed. And 
Mr. Serle is-a Counlellor, that dire&ted the Deed, and would not have ſuffered his Servant to omit ſuch a Condition, becauſe he knew it would not then be good in Law. 

ITI. 'There was no Occaſion for ſuch a Condition ; for Sir Robert Eleark had, Three Dayes before the Deed was Sealed, paid his Proportion in Money, and by being 
bound with Mr. Ser/e to the Two Berkenbeads ; which were not due in a Month after the Time the Conveyances were ſealed by: the Executors ; 

Beſides, it is not probable ro be true, what Og/e ſivears, That Sir Robert, on the 13th. of March, 1679. did not pay his Purchaſe-Money ; and therefore, afterwards, was 
wed his Intereſt, and promiſed 10 deliver up his Deed of Truſt. 

Nor what Randolph Swears; That, at the time of the Executors joyning in the Conveyances, he took Sir Robert aſide, and asked him, Why he was not Bound with Mr. Serle? 
And he told him, Tt was becauſe he was afraid he ſhould not be able to raiſe his ſhare of the Purchaſe-Money, | 

]. For the Money was only then paid by Bond; and Sir RoZert might have been better able to have paid his ſhare of the Bonds, when Due, as well as thoſe other, where- 
in he was before bound, by having a ſhare in the Field, which were of very great Value; then he could be to pay the other Bonds without a Share. 

11. For on the Sixth of March, (being Seven Days before) he was bound to Dr. Birkhead, to pay Five hundred Pounds for his Third Share of the Lands; and in 
that thort time, there doth not appear any Change in the Value of the Eſtate; and therefore no reaſon (on a ſudden) to change his Mind; for it was before any Op- 
poſition to the Building from Lixcolns-Zam: And about that time, they were offered, by Dr. Barhon, One thouſand Pound profit for that Third Share : And before that, they 
valued the Fields at 'Lwenty thouſand Pounds, as appears by Proof. | | 6 

III. There is not the leaſt Proof, That Mr, Ser/e did give, or ofter'd him any Conſideration, for the waving his Intereſt. and promiſing togive up his Deed of Truſt, 

IV. Nor any Proof, That he was to be ſaved harmleſs, and Indemnitied trom thoſe Bonds he had entred into, to Dr. Birkhead, Mr. Buily, and Sir Henry Bernard, 

V. There is Proof, That after the Thirceenth of March, and Time of the pretended Waver, Sir Robert concern'd himſelf in getting a Patent from the King, to build 
the Fields; and his Name is in the Petition and Bill for the Patent. | 

VI. There is Proof, That Sir Robert Agreed after the Thirteenth of March, 1679. to buy an Houſe in Chancerz-Lane, to make a better Way into the faid Fields; and 
concerned himfelf in the Modal for Building, and ſtaking out the Fields. 

VII. Beſides, after the Thirteenth of March, Sir Robert, in an Anſwer to Mr. Cary's Bill, Exhibited for his Right of ſome Privileges in the Fields, ſears, He had an 
Intereſt with Mr. Serle in the faid Fields: Mr. Serle, in his Anſwer to the ſaid Bill, does not deny it; and they joyntly maintain'd the Suit : Whereas, had Sir Robert then 
waved his Intereſt, he might and would certainly, in his Anſwer, have diſclaimed 4/4 Intereſt in the Fields, and faved himſelf the Charge and Trouble of the Suit. - 

All which makes it probable, that what Og/e, and Rupert Berkenhead have fivorn, is not true, but on the contrary : The Reaſon why Sir Robert did not joyn in 
the Bonds, was, by the Artifice of Mr. Serle, telling him, there was was no occaſion; For that Berkenhead were content to take his ſingle Bond, | 

- But if 1t had bcen true, it is but a Diſcourſe, and ought not to ſet aſide a Deed under Hand and Seal, ſince the Act made againſt Frauds and Perjuries ; which has - 

provided, "That no Deed nor Declaration of Truſt, ſhall be Aſſigned, made Void, or Altered, but by Writing. . 

I. For this Decree makes a Breach upon an AQ of Parliament, and will leave a Gap open hereafter for crafty and deſigning Men, who know it is eaſier to get Words and 
Diſcourſe ſworn, than to Alter what is written ; and therefore, the Law was made to defend Men's Eſtates againſt ſuch intreagues; and how dangerous may the Conſequence 
be, is obvious; fince it is a time, when Perjuries, tothe Amazement of Man-kind, have been praQticed. . 

' I. If this Decree ſhould not be repealed, it will be the occaſion of perpetual Suits in Chancery: For Cleark's Caſe will be cited for a Precedent, by all thoſe, whoſe In- 


tereſt it is to make uſe of a Diſcourſe, to avoid a Deed: And if it ſhould be Confirmed by a Decree of the Houſe of Lords, it will -have the greater Authority : Now 


there will. be an A of Parliament againſt Frauds and Perjuries, for thoſe that are on the contrary ſide; fo that it will remain-ſolely in the Breaſt of the Cour: of 
Equity, which fide to take, which cannot be known, but by a chargable Suit. | 

HI. If there ſhould be ſuch a Power left in a Court of Equity, to allow a Diſcourſe, ro alter or make void a Deed, then no Man can purchaſe with any Safety : 
And that Act which was made for the Benefit and Security of the Purchaſer, will become his greateſt prejudice ; tor before this Law, the Purchaſer had a Remedy 
” his Covenant againſt Incumbrances, if by any Diſcourſe or Evidence of that fort, his. Title was prejudiced. But now, (by this Law) Diſcourſe is no Incumbrance ; 
{@that, the Purchaſer may loſe his Eſtate, (as will be the Caſe of Dr. Barbor, it he be not relieved) and he has no Remedy againſt the Perfon that Sells. | 
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
